I 
am against unnecessary legislation that

SURPRISE _IN WASHINGTON. 
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tory for lowa Machine in Fight

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Speaker Hen- 
cerson’s declination of the nomination for 
Congress was such a total surprise to 
Washington that most of those who heard 
the news refused to credit it at first. 
It is regarded here as a triumph for the 
machine headed by Gov. Cummins, who 
have made the fight for tariff revision 
against the protest of such old-line protec- 
iionists as the Speaker. Secretary Shaw's 
references in his Vermont speech to the 
tariff plank of the- Iowa platform has 
placed him in the ranks of what it is now 
considered is the minority. Mr. Henderson 
has apparently found his position intoler- 
now that he is out of touch with his 
party in the State, just as his predecessor, 
Mr. Reed, found it when he was out of } 
touch with the party in the Nation, and he 
has taken action similar to Mr. Reed's. 

Whether a devotion on principle to pro- 
ion, or a feeling of resentment at find- 
ing himself *‘ turned down” by his party, 
the controlling motives for Mr. Hen- 
derson’s action, is a subject of debate, but 
it pointed out that Mr. Henderson's 
devotion to principle did not prevent him 
from shifting ground on the question of 
Cuban reciprocity when requested to do so 
by the President, after he had emphatically 
declared himself an opponent of that policy. 

The Democrats are jubilant, and point to 
Mr. Henderson's declination as a clear 
indication of what they have all along 
maintained—that the Republican Party is 
hopelessly sp lit on the tariff question. 

A report from New York says that Sena- 
tor Hanna, previous to going into the con- 
ference at Oyster Bay, declared: ‘ As long 
as I remain in the Senate and can raise 
a hand to stop you, you shall nevef touch 
a schedule of the tariff.’ 

The Republican Party, these Democrats 
is split between the radical protec- 
tionists like Mr. Hanna and Speaker Hen- 
derson, and the new element of tariff revis- 
ionists like Gov. Cummins, and they pre- 
dict that the split will widen from now 
until election day. 

The moral effect of the Speaker's dec- 
lination also, according to the Democrats, 
will be tremendous. They look to see it 
exert a disheartening effect upon the Re- 
publicans in the coming Congressional elec- 
tion Aside from this, Mr. Henderson's 
opponent in his district is ex-Gov. Boise, 
of the most popular Democrats in Iowa, 
and the belief is strong that the Cummins 
element of tariff revision Republicans 
would have supported Mr. Boise at the polls 
and that Mr. Henderson might have lost 
many votes on that account. He would 
have been re-elected, according to current 
belief, but the Democrats claim that Mr. 
Boise can beat any man who is nominated 
in his place. 

Speculation is already busy concerning 
the succession to the Speakership. James 
S. Sherman of New York would under or- 
dinary circumstances be the favorite, but 
it is reported that he has had a split with 
Senator Platt, which may prevent him from 
getting the support of the New York dele- 
gation, and he could not be elected without 
it. It may go to Sereno E. Payne, although 
it is considered unlikely that Mr. Payne 
could be elected. 

James A. Hemenway of Indiana is also 
spoken of, but Mr. Hemenway is having a 
hard fight for re-election, and it is consid- 
ered doubtful if he could command enough 
support to be elected Speaker. If ‘** Uncle 
Joe Cannon of Illinois cares to leave the 
Appropriations Committee, he will be a 
strong candidate, although the general 
feeling in Congress is that his value to the 
party is on the floor. 

The retirement of Mr. Henderson is be- 
lieved likely to introduce into the next 
Speakership fight an element which has 
not been influential heretofore, but will be 
now, It is the younger element—the ele-

AN AMERIGAN OFFICER 


Stop a Train Carrying Com- 
mander M’Lean to Panama. 


Traffic onthe Railway Obstruct- 
ed in Violation of a Treaty-- 
A Disavowal Demanded. 


Special to The York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Matters on the 
Isthmus of Panama are rapidly assuming 

a serious complexion. The Cincinnati ar- 

rived at’Colon yesterday, and Commander 

Thomas C. McLean immediately went 

ashore to investigate conditions. He found 

that traffic on the isthmus was being in- 
terfered with by Government troops, not by 
revolutionists, and that they had the hardi- 
hood to stop his train both on the way to 

Panama and on the way back. His dis- 

patch is as follows: 

*“* Yesterday went Panama. Train 
twice by obstructions. Plate iron, 
placed on track. After train passed 
Government soldiers replace obstructions. 
Accompanied by Consul and Commander 
Potter, called on Governor. Friendly con- 
versation. Returning Colon this morning, 
stopped by obstructions. Soldiers were 
compelled to remove them. Soldiers then 
stood on track. By my direction train 
moved on. Soldiers jumped away. Will 

uard trains. No revolutionists in sight, 
but rumored coming toward railroad. 

(Signed.) McLEAN.” 

Immediately following the receipt of 
Commander McLean's dispatch from Colon 
announcing these facts, there was a con- 
ference between Sec retary Moody and Act- 
ing Secretary of State Adee. Orders were 
sent to the American representative at Bo- 
gota to ask the Colombian Government to 
disavow the act of the Governor of Panama. 
High Government officials express confi- 
dence that the disavowal will be made. 

By treaty between the United States and 
the Republic of New Grenada, now the 
United States of Colombia, traffic on the 
isthmus must be kept open. Heretofore 
when the United States has been compelled 
to interfere in Colombian revolutions the 
interference has generally been to the ad- 

vantage of the Government, because it has 
prevented the revolutionists from carry- 
ing on their campaign where the railroad 
runs. In this case the Government is clear- 
ly the aggressor, and if the United States 
lands the marines it will be to keep the 

Government from interfering with traffic. 
Trouble has been expected for some time 

and reports of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion were what led to the hurried dispatch 

of the Panther. That vessel carries the 

marines who are to be landed in case of 
necessity, and she was sent south much 
sooner than was originally intended. Mc- 

Lean's dispatch, however, is the first réport 

of actual overt acts on the part of either 
the Government troops or the insurgents. 

An indication of the serious view which 
taken of the matter, even before the 

receipt of Commander McLean's dispatch, 

is found in an order just issued to Com- 
mander Newton E. Mason. He is detached 
from duty at the Naval War College and 
ordered to the command of the Cincinnati. 
This is because Commander McLean’s tour 
of service has about expired, but the 
direction to Commander Mason to proceed 
to Colon and take command of the Cincin- 
nati is taken to mean that the Navy De- 
partment intends to keep the Cincinnati 
at the isthmian station for an indefinite 
period. Commander Mason was executive 
officer of the Brooklyn under Rear Admiral 

Schley during the battle of Santiago. 
Commander McLean's action in placing 

guards on the trains creates a situation 
similar to that which existed some months 
ago when Capt. Perry, with the Iowa, and 
Commander McCrea were at Panama and 
Colon, respectively, and each train was oc- 
cupied by a force of 
or marines. Capt. Perry 
forced to take possession 
tailroad, and it is probable that further in- 
terference will result in similar action on 
the part of Commander McLean. 

Six trains are run across the isthmus each 
day, two passenger and four freight trains, 
and each one may have to be provided witn 
a guard. 

The Navy Department has received 
telegram from Rear Admiral Silas Casey 
announcing the arrival yesterday at San 
Francisco of his flagship, the Wisconsin, 
which is under orders for Panama. It is 
learned that orders were sent forward 
from the Navy Department Friday last to 
the Mare Island Navy Yard directing the 
Commandant to have coal and provisions 
ready for the Wisconsin upon her arrival, 


and to do all in his power to expedite her 
speedy departure for the isthmus. 


PANAMA, Colombia, Sept. 
ders Potter and McLean of the Unitea 
States cruisers Ranger and Cincinnati, re- 
spectively, and the Acting United 
Consul here, Mr. Ehrmann, had a confer- 
ence yesterday with Gen. Salazar, com- 
mander of the Government forces on the 
isthmus, which lasted over an hour, and in 
the course of which many important points 
were discussed. The matter of the inter- 
pretation of Article 35 of the treaty of 1846, 
by which the United States, in view of cer- 
tain concessions made by Colombia, guar- 
poe the neutrality of the isthmus, and 
that traffic across it shall not be inter- 
rupted, was also taken up in the conference. 

In this connection it was related that in 
November, 1801, the revolutionary Gen. 
Patino and his men boarded a _ railroad 
train running from Panama to Colon, and 
by this means succeeded in surprising the 
Government garrison at the latter place 
and in capturing the city. In order to pre- 
vent a repetition of such an occurrence. 
Gen. Salazar has now ordered that all 
trains be stopped before entering Panama 
or Colon, and briefly inspected by Govern- 
ment soldiers. In the carrying out of this 
Government has had 
across the railroad 
the point where the 
train halted, and which was at once re- 
moved as soon as it became known that 
no revolutionists were in the cars. 

Commander McLean complained of this 
measure to Gen. Salazar. The General re- 
plied that the Superintendent of the Pana- 
ma Railroad, H. G. Prescott, 
same complaint. and that out of consider- 
ation for the railroad company, and in view 
of the fact that the company had agree 
not to run empty cars, he would attend to 
the matter. Gen. Salazar added that these 
obstructions did not authorize American 
intervention because they were only a 
measure of policing that did not interrupt 
traffic, and which the Government could 
adopt because of its sovereignty rights, 
which rights the United States Government 
was obliged to guarantee. 

It is said that Gen. Salazar brought up 
other important questions for discussion 
wth the American officers, but that no 
other decisions were reached. The confer- 
ence ended most cordially, with the ex- 
pression of hopes that everything would be 
settled amicably. Commander McLean, in 
a toast, proposed peace and the progress 
of Colombia.

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‘SENATOR BARD VERY ILL. 


He Is Suffering from Pneumonia, with 
Other Complications—His Condi- 
tion Considered Critical. 


LOS ANGELES,, Cal., Sept. 16.—United 
States Senator Thomas R. Bard of Cali- 
fornia is lying dangerously ill at the Van 
Nuis Hotel, in this city. He is suffering 
from pneumonia, complicated with strong 
symptoms of typhoid and very weak heart 
action. 

Qn Thursday Senator Bard got wet, and 
on Friday morning he complained of a 
cold. He returned to this city Friday even- 
ing, and immediately went to bed at the 
Van Nuis Hotel. He grew worse until 
late last night, when a consultation of 
physicians was held. The upper part of 
his left lung is congested. There is also a 
strong symptom of toxaemic poisoning. 

It was announced by the attending physi- 
cian that Senator Bard was resting easier 
and that there were slight signs of im- 
provement in his condition, which, how- 
ever, is critical. 

Senator Bard has been in Los Angeles for 
several weeks, with Senator Quarles of 
Wisconsin as his guest. A meeting of the

CAPT. MOYNIHAN DISMISSED 
FROM THE POLICE FORCE. 


Was Defiant at Trial, and Said He 
Owned So Much Property He 
Could Not Tell Where it 
Was Located. 


Police Captain Daniel C.. Moynihan, for- 
merly of the East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street Station, and recently in command of 
the Hamilton Avenue Station, Brooklyn, 
was yesterday dismissed from the force on 
charges of neglect of duty preferred against 
him by Inspector Kane. Moynihan is the 
first Captain placed on trial by the present 
reform administration who has been-~ dis- 
missed, though charges of a more serious 
nature have been preferred against other 
Captains, 

Capt. Moynihan, who is reputed to 
worth a quarter of a million dollars, much 
of which is invested in up-town real estate, 
had been instructed by the Inspector to or- 
der Policeman Beeck to the recreation 
pier at the foot of East One Hundred and 
Twelfth Street. Instead, it alleged, he 
had him do private work of a mechanical 
nature in the station house and also car- 
pentering work in some of the Captain's 
own houses in Harlem. 

Policeman Beeck testified 
fixed locks in houses which 
admitted he owned. He had worked 
making shelves in the basement of the 
station house, and on Sept. 1, he said, he 
spent an hour at 121 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth Street in putting up the 
shelves there. 

Two of the doormen in the station house 
testified they saw Beeck at work in 
basement. 

Capt. Haughey, now 
seventh Street Station; 
been ordered, while in command of the East 
One Hundred and Fourth Street Station, 
to send Beeck to the recreation pier, and 
that the order of the Commissioner had 
been complied with.

THE DEMOCRATIC FIGHTS. 


Incidents of the Da Day in Districts Where 
There Were Contests. 


In most of the Democratic districts the 
present leaders were elected without op- 
position, but in a few districts there were 
lively contests. 

No man in New York worked harder than 
did “‘ Battery” Dan Finn yesterday in his 
fight to defeat McMurphy for the Tammany 
leadership in the First District. He was up 
all night Monday and started out early 
yesterday morning, and did not rest a mo- 
ment until the polls closed at 9 o'clock. 
He spent the tntire day in the Fifth and 
Sixth Election Districts, his old batliwick, 
where he became locally famous and earned 
his soubriquet of ‘“ Battery Dan'"’ In 
fact, he did not leave that section until 
he returned to the Thirteenth Election 
District, where he cast his own vote at 
8:40 o'clock P. M. He then went to his 
home, at 569 Broome Street, where a num- 
ber of friends were waiting for him. It 
was there that he received the returns. 

About 10:30 o’clock, when the returns be- 
gan to indicate the defeat of Col. Murphy, 
the crowd at the Colonel's headquarters be- 
gan to thin out and that at.“ Battery 
Dan's’ increased. 

About 11 o'clock, when it became evident 
that Finn was the victor, about 200 men 
from the Murphy headquarters, with their 
Murphy Banners and transparencies, and 
led by the “fife and drum corps, marched 
down Hudson Street to Judge Finn's head- 
quarters. There they stopped, and after 
playing ‘‘ Hail to the Chief,’ they gave 
a rousing cheer for the ‘‘ New leader, Dan- 
iel E. Finn.” Judge Finn thanked Col. 
Murphy's old followers for their expres- 
sions of good will. 

There had been no music at 
quarters while the returns were 
ceived, but shortly after 11 o'clock a 
band was secured, and the followers of 
‘Battery Dan’ followed closely by the 
Murphy men with their fife and drum 
corps, and all carrying new _ brooms, 
marched through fhe district, all alike 
cheering for the new leader. 

There was no trouble at 
ing places. A patrol wagon 
in front of 47 Laight Street (the Ninth and 
Tenth Districts,) as trouble was anticipated 
at that point, but there was no occasion to 
bring it into requisition. 

Much interest attached to 
the Democratic leadership in 
ninth District, where John F. 
present leader, was fought by a Tammany 
faction led by Thomas EF. Rush and Meyer 
J. Stein of the Greater New York Democ- 
racy. There was activity around the poll- 
ing places from the time the polls opened 
until they closed. 

Mr. Rush openly charged that there was 
wholesale repeating in the Fifth Election 
District, the polling place of which was at 
%i4 Sixth Avenue, and that it was done 
with the knowledge and connivance of John 
¥, Carroli and Joseph F. Mulqueen. _ Mr. 
Rush also charged that Police Captain Lan- 
try of the Fifty-first Street Station openly 
interfered in behalf of Carroll. 

Mr. Carroll was seen at the Savoy Hotel, 
which he made his headquarters, informed 
of Mr. Rush's accusation, and asked what 
he had to say about it. 

“It is too absurd to take any notice 
was the only reply he would make. 

Nathaniel Mayer, a lawyer residing at 
West Fifty-seventh Street, found that 
scme one had voted on his name when he 
appeared at the polling place at 958 Eighth 
Avenue. He secured from Justice Bischoff 
at the Savoy Hotel a writ of mandamus 
ordering the election officer to permit him 
to vote. The ballot was cast. Henry H. 
Green, lawyer, learned that some one had 
voted on his name at the polling place, 
1,122 Madison Avenue. Justice Bischoff 
issued a writ of mandamus for him also, 
and Green swore his vote in. 

A score of Italians attempted to vote at 
the polling place 2,152 Second Avenue, but 
were challenged by some of the Hayes 
lieutenants. ‘The would-be voters quar- 
reled among themselves and fired revol- 
vers. Show cases and a plate glass window 
were broken, and cigars scattered about. 
Inspector Kane ordered out police reserves, 
though no arrests were made. 

There was great excitement in the Thirty- 
fourth District on both sides of the Har- 
lem River. The south side, however, en- 
compassed practically all the disorder, It 
had eleven arrests, as against none in the 
north section. The cases went by the board, 
however, when they reached the Harlem 
Police Court. .August Moebus, running for 
leadership in the portion nearest Westches- 
ter County, estimated that 3,000 votes were 
poled. Eugene McGuire and Anthony Mc- 
Owen, also candidates for leadership, were 
charged with having interests In common. 
McOwen’s supporters were warned to ask 
for instructions before casting their ballots. 

The polling place at 258 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street was the scene 
of a sc enews between the adherents of 
Percival E. Nagle and John F. Cowan, Both 
contestants drove up late in the evening. 
Nagle jumped from his carriage and started 
to enter the building. Some two hundred 
men gathered around and jostled him. Na- 
gle accused them of being “ floaters.” 
Cowan promptly resented it, and, it is said, 
shoved Nagle aside. Nagle appealed to two 
policemen to clear a way for him. Their 
efforts were unavailing. The East One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Precinct 
Station was notified and a Roundsman and 
four policemen were sent.' Nagle again 
charged that the majority of the crowd 
was composed of floaters, and again Cowan 
denied it. The crowd was ordered to dis- 
perse. The policemen charged and broke 
it up. Friends of Nagle and Cowan kept 
them from coming together, and finally 
prevailed upon both to drive away. 

Policeman Herman Helmers of 
mont Station, who was yesterday detailed 
for duty at the election booth at 2,282 F irst 
Avenue, which is in the Thirty- fourth As- 
sembly District, was severely injured by 
two men arrested last evening. The men 
had been noisy and troublesome in and 
about the election place during the entire 
afternoon, and Helmers finally arrested 
them. The policeman had walked with his 
prisoners as far as One Hundred and 
Kighteenth Street on First Avenue, when 
one of the two men under arrest suddenly 
struck Helmers a blow in the face. While 
the attacked policeman was endeavoring to 
defend himself against his assailant, he 
was forced to release the second man. The 
latter got to a pile of bricks and hit Helm- 
ers on the back of the head and knocked 
him senseless. Heélmers was taken to the 
Harlem Hospital. His two prisoners and 
assailants escaped.

Coroner, After Autopsy, Says a 
Fall Not Sufficient. 


THREE ARRESTS IN THE CASE 


Private Detective Sharkey Held in $10,- 
000 Bail and Two Women Detained 
as Witnesses of the Fatal 


Quarrel. 


When Nicholas Fish, banker and society 
man, was found dying in West Thirty- 
fourth Street night before last, he had 
been in a saloon with two women and a 
man. According to the police, the man was 
Thomas J. Sharkey, private detective, who 
Was arrested early yesterday morning and 
locked up on the charge of having struck 
the blow that caused the death of the bank- 
er. With Sharkey two women, Mrs. Lib- 
bie J. Phillips and Mrs. Nellie Casey, were 
taken to the station. 

The arrests were made in a ground floor 
apartment at 439 West Thirty-fourth 
Street, the home of Mrs. Casey, at 2 o'clock 
in the morning, three-quarters of an hour 
before the victim of the saloon quarrel 
died in Roosevelt Hospital of cerebral 
hemorrhage and laceration of the brain, 
caused, the Coroner's physician said 
after an autopsy, by violence, not by a fall 
upon the pavement. 

Sharkey, who has conducted his detective 
agency for some years in rooms above the 
saloon of Alderman Thomas Foley, 
Franklin and Centre Streets, was taken 
before Coroner Jackson, together with the 
two women, after they had been carried 
from the West Thirty-seventh Street Po- 
lice Station to the West Side Court. The 
man was held in bail of $10,000, the Coro- 
ner having the discretion of fixing a sum 
because the evidence pointed to homicide 
that was not murder in the first degree 
No one appeared to furnish the bond, and 
the prisoner staid in the Tombs. Mrs. 
Phillips and Mrs. Casey were held for $500 
bail,

Later he went to the station and, after 
failing to secure the release of Mrs. Casey, 
returned home again, having stated that 
he was a musician employed in a vaude- 
ville theatre. 


MRS. CASEY'S VERSION, 

The story that Capt. Haughey said Mrs. 
Casey told him in the back room of the 
station was this: 

Mrs. Phillips and she had been good 
friends, and the former had told her often 
about Mr. Fish, speaking of him as an 0 
acquaintance. Soon after 2 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon the two women started for a 
walk. While crossing Eighth Avenue they 
saw the banker standing on the northeast 


corner of the avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street, in front of a barroom owned by a 
man named Comerford and about twenty

They ate and drank nearly 
hours, said Mrs. Casey. She and Mrs. 
Phillips took different kinds of beverages, 
mostly ‘“‘soft.’”” Mr. Fish stuck to whisky. 
They were in a good humor, and nothing 
had happened to disturb their enjoyment, 
when Sharkey made his appearance a little 
before 5:30 o'clock. Sharkey, she said, did 
not know Mr. Fish, at leered 
viciously, as was his wont when he saw 
other men with Mrs. Phillips. 

‘Hello, Tom,’’ called Mrs. Phillips. 
‘‘Come over and have a drink with us.’’ 

He accepted the invitation, still glower- 
ing. Mrs. Casey explained that he was al- 
ways glowering. She gave him the reputa- 
tion of being a very morose man, and her 
opinion found numerous corroborations 
the neighborhood of the Criminal Court 
Building, across the street from the Shar- 
| key National Detective Agency's place of 
business, and in which the detective is well 
known. 

When Sharkey sat down, Mr. Fish polite- 
ly asked him to have a drink, and then 
called a waiter, Carl by name, to bring him 
| a pen and some ink, that he might sign a 
check. He had a roll of bills in his pocket, 
Mrs. Casey said, but seemed to want to fill 
out a check for some reason that he did not 
| explain. The waiter was hesitating when 
Sharkey said: 

** You're a nice one to draw a check. Who 
do you think is going to cash it for you?”’ 

The remark was accompanied by a sneer. 
Mr. Fish flared up and began to talk loud- 
ly, abusing Sharkey. His anger was not 
mollified when the waiter came up and said 
he could not get the paper cashed, as he 
did not know the signer.- Then the head 
waiter said the same thing, and Sharkey 
volunteered the opinion that anybody would 
be a fool to cash the check. 

Mr. Fish grew so noisy, said Mrs. Casey, 
that the head waiter told him to leave, to 
which he paid no attention, but continued 
to abuse Sharkey, who reached over and 
slapped him in the face. He was about to 
| retaliate when the waiter took his arm and 
rushed him toward the door. Sharkey 
started to follow, and Mrs. Phillips held 
him by the coattail, but he broke away and 
caught Mr. Fish at the top of the flight of 
steps leading down to the street. There he 
struck the banker full in the face, and the 
latter reeled head downward toward the 
pavement, where he lay motionless. 
| Mrs. Casey said that Sharkey then ran 
| out of another door, slipped into the side 
entrance of the Comerford saloon, and 
finally made his exit from that place into 
Eighth Avenue. While the crowd collected 
about the prostrate man on the sidewalk, 
the fugitive, whom no one was trying to 
catch, waited until Mrs. Phillips found him. 
He had dropped his hat, which she had 
picked up and brought to him. Together 
they took a car bound up town. Later they 
went home, where they were joined by Mrs. 
Casey, she herself having left the Ehrhardt 
place without interference during the com- 
motion that followed the episode. 

THE PRISONERS IN COURT. 

The prisoners, who had been taken to the 
West Thirty-seventh Street Station,’ were 
among the first brought into the West Side 
| Court at the morning session. Magistrate 
Mott, who was evidently famillar with the 
case, listened to Detective Trojan’s arraign- 
ment and said without any further formali- 

ty: 

‘Take them along to the Coroner.” 

| Mrs. Phillips was asked in court if she 
| had anything to say, and replied in the 
negative. The officers stated that she had 

acknowledged having known Mr. Fish, but 

had refused to tell where or how she met 

| him. When Mrs. Casey was approached 
with a question, she seemed inclined to 

talk, but Sharkey shouted to her: 

: ‘*Look here, Casey! Come away 
| there. You've got nothing to say.” 
Sharkey is a very large man, with red 

| cheeks and a bulky mustache. His looks 
in court were as gloomy as their reputation 

| described them to be habitually. he offi- 
cers who had him in charge said that he 
| lived once in South Brooklyn and did a good 
business in the sort of detective work that 

accompanied divorce cases. Six years ago 

he came to this borough, armed with a let- 

ter to ‘‘Tom’”’ Foley, and since then he 

has had his headquarters over the latter's 

Centre Street saloon. 

On reaching the Coroners’ office Sharkey 
made a statement. “1 went into Ehrhardt’s 

| saloon,’’ he said, ‘‘and saw these two wo- 
men, with whom I am acquainted. They 
| called out when they saw me: ‘ Come over, 

Tom, and have a drink.’ I went over and 

sat down with them, and after we had 
| talked together some, this banker, Fish, 
| seemed to take offense at my being there. 

We had a few words, and all at once

; afternoon and had a good deal in him.” 
Coroner Jackson announced that 
rations for the inquest would be made

after which they announced that the man’s 
death had been due to cerebral hemorrhage, 
caused by violence, and that they had 
| found the brain in a badly lacerated condi- 
tion. They said they did not know exactly 


what sort of violence it had been, but they | 


thought it was a blow. 

‘‘His death could not have been caused 
by a fall on the pavement," said Coroner 
Jackson, who added that the prisoners had 
made statements to him. but that he would 
| not make public what they had said until 
to-day. Both he and Dr. O'Hanlon refused 
to say anything further about the autopsy. 

After the autopsy the body was taken 
by Undertaker James H. Lewis of 141 East 
Sixteenth Street to the Fish home, at 
Irving Place. Previous to this the dead 
man’s brothers, Hamilton and Stuyvesant 
Fish, called on thelr sister-in-law. 

While Stuyvesant Fish was talking to re- 
porters a camera man attempted to get a 
snapshot of him. He rushed at the man 
and smashed the camera to bits. Then he 
said that he would pay the bill for it if the

would send him such a bill. The camera 
was valued at $65. 

The funeral will take nlace at 109 o'clock 
to-morrow morning at St.

Col. Fish of the Revolution the Fore- 
runner—Hamilton Fish, the States- 
man—The Present Generation. 


Twice in four years has there been a 
tragedy in the famous Fish family, and 
each time has it happened to Nicholas Fish, 
the eldest son and representative of a name 
| that has been most notable in the history 
of New York and of this country. Four 
years ago, in June, Hamilton Fish, the only 
son of Nichoias, was found dead with a 
bullet through his heart in the Cuban wil- 
derness. He had enlisted in the Rovgh 
Riders, after a wild career in New York, 
had been a model soldier, and had died the 
death of a hero. The tragedy of Nicholas 
Fish, his father, is the sensation of the dry. 

Col. Nicholas Fish, the grandfather of the 
man who has just been killéd, was the 
Adonis of Colonial and Revolutionary so- 
ciety. In 1803 he boarded with Mrs. Daub- 
eney, who was the widow of an English- 
man of noble lineage. She kept a very 
fashionable boarding house at the upper 
end of Wall Street, near Trinity Church. 
Miss Charlotte Daubeney, her second 
daughter, who was described as being very 
beautiful, fell in love with the handsome 
Colonel, but the story runs that he jilted 
her and married the wealthy heiress, Miss 
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t 
Stuyvesant. Miss Daubeney went up to the 


foot of Hubert Street, North River, and 
threw herself in the water. She was 
drowned and her death caused a great 
sensation at the time. 

Col. Nicholas Fish was the first of the 
family to establish its social position after 
the Revolution. His career and gallant con- 
duct in the trying times of the Revolution 
are well known. He had come from exccl- 
lent stock, and was related to many of the 
prominent Westchester County and New 
England families His wife, who was Miss 
Elizabeth Stuyvesant, the great-great- 
granddaughter of Peter Stuyvesant, was 
related also to the Livingstons. Her mother 
was Margaret Livingston, directly descend- 
ed from Robert Livingston, the first Lord 
of Livingston Manor. 

The next generation of the family saw 
at its head Hamilton Fish, one of the most 
distinguished men that New York has 
produced. It was during his lifetime that 
the Fishes became one of the best-known 
families in America. Many foreigners of 
distinction had letters to Hamilton Fish. 
He dispensed a liberal hospitality from his 
great mansion at Second Avenue and 
Seventeenth Street, opposite Stuyvesant 
Square. For many years this house, then 
in the most aristocratic quarter of New 


York, was pointed out to strangers as one 
of the landmarks of the city. It was an 


in a great garden. Five years ago it was 
demolished, and on its site was built the 
Lying-In Hospital, the gift of J. Pierpont 
Morgan to the city. 

Humiiton Fish went into politics, and 
1843. In 1847 
chosen Lieutenant Governor of 
York, and was then elected Gov- 
ernor, serving from 1849 to 1851, in 
which latter year he was_ made United 
States Senator from New York. In 1869, 
President Grant appointed him Secretary 
of State of the United States, and he served 
as such for the entire eight years of Presi- 
terms. His death oc-

His wife was Julia Kean, daughter of 
Peter Kean of Ursino, N. J., and from a 
family connected with the Wadsworths, the 
Kings, the Livingstons, the Duers, and 
other prominent persons in the State. From 
his mother he had inherited a fortune.

Rutherfurd Stuyvesant, and at the end of a 
line of several Rutherfurd and Stuyvesant 
mansions, all puilt in that locality. where 
was once the farm of the testy old Knicker- 
bocker Governor. Hamilton Fish had 


three sons, The eldest was Nicholas, named 
after his handsome grandfather, born 
Feb. 19, 1846; the second was Hamilton, 
Jr., born in 1849, and the third was Stuy- 
vesant, born in 1851. The daughters, who 
were among the belles of the fashionable 
set, long before the days of the late Mc- 
Allister, married early. Miss Sarah Mor- 
ris Fish is Mrs. Sidney Webster, and lives 
in a handsome residence adjoining the old 
Fish property on East Seventeenth Street. 
Her son, Hamilton Fish Webster, married 
Miss Post. Elizabeth Stuyvesant Fish 
married Frederick S. G. d’'Hauteville; Julia 
Kean Fish is the widow of Col. S. N. Ben- 
jamin, U. S. A., and Susan Le Roy Fish 
married William E. Rogers. Edith Living- 
ston, the youngest daughter, married Hugh 
Stafford Northcote. She died in 1887, and 
her husband is also dead. They left two 
children. 

Nicholas Fish, the eldest son, was one of 
the young men about town thirty years 
ago. He was a very great favorite in 
society, and was the only one of the three 
brothers who cared very much about it. 
Hamilton, Jr., went into politics. He mar- 
ried a very charming heiress from Troy, 
a Miss Mann. He has two young 
daughters, the eldest of whom_ made 
her début last Winter. Mrs. Hamil- 
ton Fish, Jr., died a few years ago, 
and after her death he went to Europe 
This year on his return 
opened his country seat at Rocklawn, 
Garrisons-on-the-Hudson. 

Stuyvesant, the youngest son, became a 
man of finance. Early in life he went into 
the Illinois Central Railroad, and from 1872 
to 1876 he was engaged with the banking 
house of Morton, Bliss & Co. He became 
Vice President of the Illinois Central in 
1883, having been previously Vice Presi- 
dent of the Chicago, St. Louis and New 
Orleans Railroad. In 1887 he became Pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central, which position 
he occupies at the present time. In a few 
years he has accumulated a very large 
fortune. He married Marion G. Anthon, 
the daughter of William Henry Anthon, 
one of the most prominent lawyers of his 
time in New York. She was pretty, clever, 
and ambitious. Her family and her _pos!i- 
tion were equal to those of her husband, and 
in a few years after her wedding she sud- 
denly developed into a leader of society, a 
pcesition which she occupies to-day, cele- 
brated for her originality and for the fear- 
less, almost brusque, manner in which she 
smites those whom she does not like, and 
for a warm, generous heart and an un- 
equaled hospitality. 

Nicholas Tish, as the head of the family, 
went into diplomacy. In 1871 he was Sec- 
ond Secretary of the United States Lega- 
tion in Berlin. About that time he mar- 
ried Miss Clemence Smith-Bryce, the 
daughter of Major James Smith-Bryce. The 
Bryce family at the time had not the same 
social standing as the Fishes. Miss Smith- 
Bryce was a very clever young woman, a 
talented musician, and very highly edu- 
cated. Mrs. Hamilton Fish opposed the 
match, but ‘was reconciled to it afterward. 
Mrs. Nicholas Fish was and is a woman 
to whom an artistic life is essential. She 
likes to gather around her musicians and 
artists and writers. Her brother, Gen. 
Llovd Bryce, who married Miss _ Edith 
Ccoper, the daughter of Edward Cooper, 
1as the same tastes. He was for years the 
editor and proprietor of The North Ameri- 
can. Review, and he is one of the best 
authorities in town on musical and literary 
matters. 

The musical atmosphere of Berlin agreed 
with Mrs. Nicholas Fish, but she did not 
care very much for the American colony 
there. At the time the late Mrs. John 
Bigelow was residing at Berlin. She was 
the wife of the venerable ex-Minister to 
France, and there was always a question 
between herself and Mrs. Nicholas Fish as 
Nicholas Fish at that time 
is described as a man of quiet, dignified 
resembling his father. He was 
an athlete of the first order, and it is said 
that at Berlin he thrashed at different 
times several roughs who had been insult- 
ing to him. For a great part of the time in 
Berlin, during the absence of the Minister, 
was Chargé d’Affaires. From 1877 to 
1881 he was Chargé d’Affaires to the Swiss 
Confederation and United States Minister 
to Belgium in 1882-6. He returned to New 
York in 1887. He took a cottage at Tuxedo, 
and Mrs. Nicholas Fish gave a number of 
musicales and literary entertainments in 
the house in Irving Place. 

Nicholas Fish joined the Union Club in 
1872. He was President of the New York 
State branch of the Society of the Cincin-

many of the prominent clubs. 
MRS. STUYVESANT FISH. 


On the return of the Nicholas Fishes to 
America, they found that Mr. and Mrs. 


| Stuyvesant Fish had taken the social lead- 


ership of the family. Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish 
had been entertaining in her new home, on 


| Gramercy Park, now occupied by the Phil- 


ip Lydigs. Mrs. Nicholas Fish gave ex- 
cerpts from Wagner with Wagnerian ten- 


ors and concerts and musicales. Mrs. 
Stuyvesant Fish reigned at Newport, sub- 
sequently had the Crossways built, and, 
moving from Gramercy Park to a splendid 
new house at Seventy-eighth Street and 
Madison Avenue, gave some renowned en- 
tertainments. She was instrumental in in- 
troducing Harry Lehr to society and in 
being generally spectacular. Even Stuyve- 
sant Fish had entered into the social whirl 
and was one of the managers of the famous 
Centennial Ball in 1889, and so provoked 
Ward McAllister that between them arose 
a very acrimonious correspondence, which 
was the talk of the town at the time. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Fish had two chil- 
dren. The daughter, Miss Elizabeth Fish, 
was married to Robert Burnside Potter 
early in 1889. She and her husband have 
lived a great deal abroad, only coming to 
New York to visit her parents last ycar. 

Hamilton Fish, 3d, was the only son. He 
was a decided disappointment to his par- 
ents. He was a rough and ready young 
fellow, with a taste for low life. He was 
constantly getting into street brawls and 
his name became a synonym for “ tough- 
ness."" And yet he was so generous, so 
kind-hearted, and had such a winning way 
about him that he was forgiven every time 
he did something to bring him into dis- 
repute. It was hardly his fault, as he 
had no inclination for music or society or 
literatyre. He wanted to lead a free and 
open life somewhere in a rough community. 
He chafed at New York, and after getting 
into many scrapes, some of which were 
very much on the order of the one in which 
his father lost his life, he went at the 
breaking out of the Spanish war to Wash- 
ington and enlisted in the Rough Riders. 

Phoodore Roosevelt took much interest in 
him. He had a talk with him when he en- 
listed, and made him understand that he 
was to observe the regulations of the 
corps, and that the campaign was not a 
frolic. ‘‘Ham” Fish went into the war 
heart and soul. He was a model soldier, 
and at times he seemed to have premonition 
of his fate. He-frequently said to his com- 
rades that he knew he would be killed, 
and he seemed to rather desire it. He was 
good-natured, whole-souled, and was the 
most popular mempbe? of the regiment. He 


and Elliot Cowdin were ‘“ bunkies.”” His 
eath was characteristic. He was bold, 
courageous, and never knew fear. He was 
one of the first in the charge and one of 
the first to lay down his life for his coun- 


try. 

The death of this son was a terrible blow 
to both pares. The other members of the 
family had drifted apart. There had for 
ears existed a coolness between Mrs. 
tuyvesant Fish and Mrs. Nicholas Fish. 
In fact they never spoke to each other. 
The Crossways at Newport was opened 
with a gorgeous entertainment a few days 
after the news of the death of Hamilton 
Fish was received in New York. And this 
was never forgiven by the parents of the 
dead boy. 

For some time there have been rumors 
current concerning the habits of Nicholas 
Fish. He was known to have been drink- 
ing heavily. He was seen in very queer 
company a number of times. Mrs. Fish 
has been at Tuxedo for some months. 
Major Bryce, her father, died two years 
ago, and as this followed shortly on the 
death of her son she has not entertained 
except in a small way for her daughter 
last Winter. 

Mrs. Nicholas Fish has worshipped the 
memory of her boy. He was buried from 
St. Mark's in the Bouwerie when the war 
was over with high ~~ 4 honors, It 
was a notable gathering, although late in 
the Summer, when fashion had not come 
back to town. Every one wanted to show 
sympathy with the afflicted parents, and the 
name of Hamilton Fish 3d to-day is per- 
petuated as one of the most distinguished 
of his line and lineage. The Fish family 
are scattered. Some of the sisters are at 
Newport and in the country. Mrs. Stuy- 
vesant Fish closes her residence, the Cross- 
ways, to-day, and Hamilton Fish and his 
daughters are at their country place. 


NO COMMUNITY OF INTERESTS. 


That Such Arrangement Exists Be- 


tween Goulds and the Pennsyl- 
vania Is Not Believed.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 16.—Officials of the 
Western Maryland and West Virginia Cen- 
tral Railroads treat lightly the report of a 
community of interests arrangement  be- 
tween the Goulds and the Pennsylvania. 
Vice President Landstreet of the Western 
Maryland said to-day that the $25,000,000 


bond issue would provide, among other 
things, for new equipment, changes in 
grade and alignment, the terminus in Bal- 
timore, and the sixty-five-mile extension 
between Cherry Run and Cumberland. 
There will be spent $3,000,000 for -new 
equipment on the Western Maryland in ad- 
dition to the $1,000,000 which the West Vir- 
ginia Central is now spending, and will 
greatly enlarge the facilities of the two 
roads as combined. 


GOVERNMENT WILL USE 
PETER POWER EVIDENCE. 


It has been decided that the main body 
of the testimony upon which the United 
States Government will rely in support of 
its action to dissolve the Northern Securi- 
ties Company as in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law of July 2, 1890, will be 
that taken in the case of Peter Power 
against the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. That decision is expected to expe- 
dite the progress of the case. 

The first hearing was appointed for yes- 


terday morning before Special Commis- 
sioner F. G. Ingersoll in the United States 
Circuit Court, but it was continued, and 
after the conference Mr. Richards read the 
following agreement, which he said had 
been reached by all the parties of interest 
in the case: 

it has been stipulated by counsel for tha 
United States and counsel for all the defendants 
in this cause that certain testimony and docu- 
mentary evidence heretofore taken shall be con- 
sidered as taken in the present cause. I there- 
fore request that you spread upon the record a 
minute to the effect that all parties stipulate and 
agree that the testimony of J. J. Hill, C. S. 
Mellen, J. S. Kennedy, G. W. Perkins, W. P. 
Clough, Jacob H, Schiff, Charles Steele, and 
J. P. Morgan, with the decumentary evidence 
and exhibits introduced In connection therewith, 
taken in the case of Peter Power vs. Northern 
Securities Pacific Railway Company, before 
Richard A, Mabey, special examiner, and printed 
in the transcript, and also all the exhibits in- 
troduced in said case, likewise the testimony of 
E. H. Harriman, taken before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission at Chicago, Ill., on Jan. 
25, 1902, in the matter of consolidations and 
combinations of carriers subject to an act to 
regulate commerce, including the method of as- 
sociation known as the community of interest 
plan, shall be considered as testimony in this 
case, to have the same force and effect as if 
taken before the special examiner in this cause. 


Adjournment was then taken until Thurs- 
day of next week at 11 o'clock. 


BIG RAILROAD SCHEME. 


Contract of the Mexican Central In- 
cludes Far-Reaching Plans — Ex- 
penditure of Some $3,500,000.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 16.—It is an- 
nounced that the contract which the Mex- 
ican Central Railroad Company entered into 
a few days ago with the railroad construc- 
tion firm of Pampson & Smith for the 
building of about forty-five miles of track 
between Tuzpan, Mexico, and Colima, calls 
for the expenditure of $3,500,000. This is 


the largest single contract ever let for rdil- 
way building in Mexico. The work on this 
piece of road will be the heaviest ever un- 
dertaken in Mexico. There will be con- 
structed thirteen tunnels and seventeen 
bridges.

CHICAGO, Hl., Sept. 16.—H. R. Nickerson, 
Vice President and General Manager of the 
Mexican Central Railroad, says that the 
new lines projected and now being con- 
structed by his company when completed 
will not only cover the Republic of Mexico 
so as to connect the most important trad- 
ing centres, but will give to the system a 
much shorter connecting route to the 
United States. < 

The road from the City of Mexico to Tam- 
pico, which is being constructed, will give 
a short route to the Gulf from the capital 
city. Surveys are being made for a line 
from Monterey to the Texas frontier, the 
vrobable northern terminus being Laredo, 
which, with the new Tampico line. will 
make a short route to connect with the 
Texas sqstem of roads. 

The line north of Monterey taps and 
opens up a rich coal and mineral country. 
A steel manufacturing plant has _ been 
erected at Monterey at a cost of $10,000,- 
900 to utilize the rich ores and coal that the 
new line “: bringing to light. Over on the 
Pacifie ¢ t the Mexican Central is build- 
ing from 1uxpan to Manzanillo. 


WESTERN RATE WAR. 


Speciai to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, IIL, Sept. 16.—An important 
meeting of the traffic managers of the va- 
rious Western roads was held here to-day 
to consider ways and means for ending the 
bitter rate war on various articles of 
freight to Colorado points. 

On iron and similar articles the rates are 
from 40 to 50 per cent. below normal tariffs, 
and to aggravate the situation the mer- 
chants at Missouri River points threatened 
to make complaint to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission if the railroads did not 
cease to make lower rates from Chicago 
and the Mississippi River to Colorado points 
than to the Missouri River points, in direct 
violation of the long and short haul clause 
of the inter-State commerce law. 

It was found that several of the roads 
had made contracts at the low rates, es- 
pecially on structural iron, that could not 
be terminated until Jan. 1 next. In order 
to piacate the Missouri River merchants and 
obviate prosecution for violation of the law, 
it was agreed to reduce the rates on canned 

oods to 45 cents a hundred pounds from 
Ehicago to Colorado common points and 
make corresponding reductions from the 
Missouri River. The rate from the Atlantic 
seaboard to Denver was reduced to 60 cents 
a hundred eo The present rate on 
canned goods from Chicago to Colorado 
common points is 77 cents, and from New 
York 93 cents. The reduced rates become 
effective on Sept. 22 and expire on Dec. 
31, 1902. 

It was agreed that no contracts should 
be made extending beyond Dec. 31, and 
that all reduced rates to Colorado points 
now in effect should expire on Dec. 31, 
1902, and normal tariff rates be charged 
thereafter. 


NEW OKLAHOMA RAILROAD. 


GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, Sept. 16.—A Ter- 
ritorial charter was granted to-day to the 
Kansas, Oklahoma Central and Southwest- 
ern Railroad Company with a capital of 
$11,500,000. The incorporators are Okla- 
homa capitalists. 

The proposed line will run from Cedar- 


ville, Kan., southwest through Stiilwater, 
Guthrie, and El Reno, Okiahoma, to Kirk- 
land, Texas, and will have two branch lines, 
one from Stillwater southeast to Ffort- 
Smith, Ark., and the other northwest to 
Woodward, Oklahoma. on the Texas border. 
The total distance will be 640 miles.

SENATORS HEAR THE NEWS. 


Senators Hanna of Ohio, Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, Spooner of Wisconsin, Aldrich 
of Rhode Island, and Postmaster General 
Payne, upon their arrival in Long Island 
City last night from their conference with 
President Roosevelt, said they had learned 
the mere facts contained in the dispatch 
conveying the news of Speaker Henderson's 
action while they were in conference with 
the President. 

They all expressed great surprise at the 
news. In reply to a question, Senator 
Hanna denied that he or any of his fellow- 
conferrees had had the slightest inkling 
of the impending action of Speaker Hender- 
son, when they went to Oyster Bay. 

*‘It came as a great surprise to me,” said 
the Senator from Ohio; ‘that is all I can 
say. In view of the meagre information at 


hand it would hardly be fair to Senator 
Henderson to make any comment.” 

Senator Hanna, when asked\-who he 
thought would be the successor of Speaker 
Henderson, simply replied that he thou ht 
it was an open race. He declined to give 
his opinion regarding the possible result of 
Speaker Henderson's action on his party. 

“‘It was a surprise to me,” said Senator 
Allison of Iowa, “in commenting upon the 
action of Speaker Henderson. 

“The Third District, from which Speaker 
Henderson came, was strongly Republican, 
and there could not have been the slightest 
doubt of his election.”’ 

Senator Allison said that while there 
might have been some different shades of 
opinion in the Iowa State Committee re- 
garding the tariff plank, the State Conven- 
tion had unanimously adopted the platform 
containing it. 

‘‘As far as I know,” said Senator Allison, 
“neither Speaker Henderson nor his politi- 
cal friends opposed the revised tariff plank 
as understood by us, in the convention, and 
I am certain there was no apposition to it 
in Mr. Henderson's district.’’ 

Senator Allison said he did not know 
who would be Speaker Henderson's suc- 
cessor, 

Senator Aldrich was asked whether the 
action of Speaker Henderson had been dis- 
cussed at the conference in Oyster Bay. 

‘“‘T don't care to say what was discussed,” 
the Senator replied. 

Senator Lodge and Senator Spooner ex- 
pressed their surprise at Speaker Hender- 
son’s action, but declined to comment on it 
in any way. 


Gen. Bingham for Speaker.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 16.—The an- 
nouncement that Speaker of the House 
David B. Henderson had declined a renom- 
ination for Congress caused considerable 


surprise in this city, where Gen. Henderson 
is well known.

Bingham, who represents the First Phila- 
del District, and who succeeded to the title. 
of ‘‘ Father of the House”’ upon the death 
of Congressman Alfred C. armer, were 
inclined to believe that Gen. Bingham 
would be the logical successor of Speaker 
Henderson, and the first boom was started 
last night at the Union League.

WORK RESUMED IN 
MANY MORE HINES 


Daily Output Now Said to be 
20,000 Tons. 


President Gompers Confers with Mine 
Workers—Says Labor Unions Are 
Ready to Help Strikers. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 16.—The Dela- 
Ware and Hudson Company to-day started 
up three more collieries—the Coningham at 
Wilkesbarre, the Plymouth No. 2, and the 
Olyphant. This makes six collieries and 
three washeries this company has in oper- 
ation. 

The Ontario and Western Company has 
resumed operations at the Pine Brook and 
West Ridge Collieries in Scranton and the 
Johnson No, 1 and No. 2 in Priceburg, just 
north of the city line. This company now 
has three mines and three washeries going. 

Altogether the companies having head- 
quarters here claim to be operating nine- 
teen collieries and twenty-one washeries, 
with an estimated output of 20,000 
tons. 

A deputy at the Pancoast Colliery was 
chased. by a crowd to-day, and to hold them 
off he discharged a revolver. He was later 
arrested by the Throopborough authorities 
and sent to jail. 


TAMAQUA, Penn., Sept. 16.—To-day the 
working force at the Greenwood Colliery, 
which resumed yesterday, was increased 
somewhat, and the plant is now running 
apparently without difficulty. 

Last night a committee from the Tama- 
qua Local of the United Mine Workers vis- 
ited M. A. Gerber, the Superintendent of 
the operation, and asked him to close the 
plant. This he refused to do. 

@he Lehigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany is to-day overhauling the machinery 
at the No. 11 breaker. It is said that the 
plant will be converted into a washery and 
that work will be started there the latter 
part of the week. The No. 4 and No. 12 
collieries of the Lehigh Valley and Navi- 
gation Company, the Smith-Myers washery, 
and the Greenwood Coal Company, com- 
bined, shipped about 2,000 tons of coal to 
market yesterday.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 16;—Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor and National President Mitchell 
and National Treasurer Wilson of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, together with the Dis- 
trict Presidents of the same organization in 
the anthracite region, spent the best part 
of the day in conference here. 

Mr. Gompers, when asked what was the 
object of his visit to strike headquarters, 
replied: “I simply came up here to look 
over the strike situation. I find every- 
thing in excellent shape. The strike is 
being ably conducted, and I learn that there 
is ample relief for all the strikers. 

Mr. Gompers was asked whether the Fed- 
eration will be assessed to support the 
miners. He said in reply that the trades 
unions now comprising the federation are 
making voluntary contributions to help the 
miners, and that if it is necessary to give 
additional aid it will be done. “ But at 
present,” he continued, “‘the miners are 
well able to take care of themselves.”’ 

Mr. Gompers said the annual convention 
of the federation would not be called at en 
earlier date than November to take action 
ow the strike. Mr. Gompers will leave town 
to-morrow for Washington. National Treas- 
urer Wilson left for Indianapolis to-night. 

BOSTON, Sept. 16.—Coal dealers to-day 
advanced the price of all sizes of anthra- 
cite $2 a ton, or to $12. The coal com- 
yanies have practically no anthracite on 
Sead. and are out of business for ihe an- 
thracite trade. Practically no consign- 
ments of hard coal have been received in 
Boston since May 1. 


MR. BAER REPEATS 
OPERATORS’ ULTIMATUM. 


Coal Presidents Unanimous Against Ar- 
bitration—Statement to the 
Public. 


The most representative meeting of coal 
operators which has taken place since the 
strike of the anthracite miners began was 
held yesterday afternoon in the office of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 143 
Liberty Street. Ostensibly the meeting was 
that of the Board of Directors of the Tem- 
ple Iron Company, but was really more in 
the nature of a meeting of operators to 
exchange views on the coal strike, 

The Temple Iron Company is regarded as 
what is popularly known as the “ Coal 
Trust.”’ It is the selling agency of the coal 
carrying roads, and its Directors are the 
Presidents of the leading coal carrying rail- 
roads. 

The Temple Iron Company also mines 
coal, and a 6 per cent. dividend is guaran- 
teed to the company by some of the lead- 
ing roads. It has a capital of $2,500,000, and 
the meetings of the Directors are usually 
held in the office of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey. 

The anthracite coal operators present at 
yesterday's mecting were George-F. Baer, 
W. H. Truesdale, F. D. Underwood, F. M. 
Olyphant, Alfred Walters, T. P. Fowler, 
Irving Stearns, John Markle, and General 
Manager Besler of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey. The meeting began at 12:30 
and lasted until about 3 P. M. 

The coal strike was discussed and the 
efforts at settlement which have been 
made, and it was unanimously decided that 
the operators should stand by their origi- 
nai determination to make no concessions. 
After the meeting was over the following 
statement was made by President Baer: 

‘““When the business of the Temple Iron 
Company was finished there was an in- 
formal talk and the strike situation was 
discussed. Reports from the various ccl- 
lieries show that the strike is disintegrat- 
ing by degrees. There can be no chélge 
whatever in the attitude of the operators. 
It is the same as before the strike.” 

“Will the conferences of Gov. Stone with 
Mr. Mitchell, P. A. B. Widener, and others 
have no effect in bringing about a settie- 
ment?’ he was asked, 

**None whatever,” he replied. “ No poli- 
tics can enter into the strike, and it cannot 
be arbitrated. The unconditional return 
to work of the strikers is the only way 
in which it can end.” 

Presidents Truesdale and Olyphant said 
the situation was gradually improving at 
the collieries as more coal was being 
turned out. 

John Markle had a talk with J. Pierpont 
Morgan in the forenoon before the meeting 
of the operators took place. He left the 
meeting early and paid another visit to Mr. 
Morgan’s office, where he had another talk 
with P. A. B. Widener and Mr. Morgan. 


JEWISH PROTECTION LEAGUE. 


The first public meeting of the Hebrew 
American Citizens’ League, organized on 
the day after the funeral of Rabbi Joseph 
at an indignation meeting held to protest 
against the alleged outrages inflicted upon 
the mourners by the police, was held last 
evening at 209 East Broadway. About 400 
persons were present, and it was announced 
that 600 members already had been en- 
rolled. 

In an address explaining the objects of 
the league, Charles Dushkind, the Presi- 
dent, said that the Hebrews had no desire 
to exclude themselves from other nation- 
alities. The objects of the new association, 


he said, were to unite the Jewish people 
in order to further their own interests as 
well as those of humanity at large and to 
protect the Jewish people against discrimi- 
nation that may be practiced against them 
because of their faith. He said the league 
wished to Americanize and naturalize for- 
eign Jews and by means of lectures or 
otherwise to instruct them in their civil and 
political rights and in the system and vir- 
tues of the American Government.

REPUBLICANS IN 
CONNECTICUT MEET. 


State Convention Hears Senator O. H. 
Platt—Resoltution Introduced to In- 
dorse President Roosevelt 
for 1904, 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 16.—The Re- 
publican State Convention assembled to- 
night. An important feature of the ses- 
sion was a resolution offered by State Sen- 
ator Kennedy, indorsing President Roose- 
velt for the Presidential nomination in 1904. 
The resolution was referred to the Com- 

mittee on Resvlutions. It is as follows: 

Resolved by this convention, That we heartily 
ccmmend President Roosevelt for his earnest 
work in carrying out the policies, foreign and 
domestic, inaugurated by President McKinley. 
No greater tribute to the worth of the martyred 
McKinley can be given by the people whom he 
loved and served than the indorsement of his 
successor, now engaged in carrying out to thelr 
full completion his aims and purposes. 

We feel that it is the duty of this convention 
to give expression to the full faith of the 
people of Connecticut in the ability of President 
Roosevelt and their entire confidence in his 
integrity, and we earnestly look forward to his 
nomination as the candidate of the Republican 
Party for the Presidency in 1904. 

Andrew F. Gates, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee called 
the convention to order and in a few words 
introduced United States Senator Orville H. 
Platt as the temporary Chairman of the 
convention. Senator Platt was greeted with 
loud applause as he rose to speak. He said 
in part: 


“The Republican Party stands for a pro- 
tective tariff. The Democratic Party is 
against a protective tariff. Protection has 
brought prosperity and filled our land with 
happiness, and when the time comes for 
either a complete or partial revision of the 
tariff the interests of the country require 
that it shall be revised along the lines of 
protection and not for the establishment of 
tree trade. Whenever and however there 
shall be tariff revision, it should be a re- 
vision which will not destroy our home 
market or take away work from our own 
workmen to give it to the workmen of 
foreign countries. 

‘Tariff revision should be attempted only 
when it will not seriously disturb the busi- 
ness of the country or check our developing 
activities. When that time shall come, and 
the need shall be apparent, the Republican 
Party may be relied upon to undertake this 
work. Tariff schedules are not sacred. 
The principle of protection should be held 
sacred in the United States. The Demo- 
eratic cry for tariff revision which is 
sounding through the country is pitched 
upon one key, the destruction of protec- 
tion, which is the main factor of our pros- 
perity. 

“The difference between the Republican 
and Democratic Parties in the matter of 
trusts may be stated thus: The Democratic 
Party proposes to destroy trusts and the 
business conducted by them; the Repub- 
lican Party proposes to regulate trusts and 
the business conducted by them, so that 
no unfair advantage shall be taken of the 

saphe of the United States, and to the fuil 
imit of its Constitutional power it will 
carry out this policy. The Republican 
Party does not set itself against business 
or the capital needed to develop business; 
it does set itself against capitalistic monop- 
oly or extortion. 

“The Democratic Party, true to its tradi- 
tional policy of destruction, has apparently 
but one, and only one, remedy for evils 
arising from the improper management of 
business carried on by eat corporations, 
and that is to put all articles manufactured 
by corporations which have the supposed 
ability to control prices on the free list, 
thus destroying at one blow protection to 
our industries and the business pursued by 
the trusis. No more fatuous policy could 
be conceived. We deny that the tariff is 
the mother of trusts; we affirm that the 
tariff is the parent of prosperity. 

“Tt will be a sad day for our workmen 
if ever in an attempt to punish and destroy 
our trusts the work now performed by 
them shall be transformed to the workmen 
employed by foreign trusts. And right here 
it may be observed that no plan has ever 
been proposed by the Democratic ata f 
relating either to tariffs or trusts whic 
would result in the employment of an addi- 
tional workman in the United States, or in 
the enhancement of the wages of labor. 
What then can be said of Democratic pro- 
fession of sympathy for wage earners but 
that it is a hollow pretense; in a word, 
demagogy. 

“Right alongside the policy of protec- 
tion, going hand in hand with it, is the 
policy of reciprocity, a reciprocity which 
shall extend and not curtail our trade; 
which, on the whole, will give us wider 
markets without seriously oatppting our 
own. I must speak to you feelingly in be- 
half of reciprocal trade arrangements with 
our nearest neighbor,’'Cuba. I would make 
such arrangements along the lines which I 
have indicated; a reciprocity in trade be- 
tween the two countries mutually advan- 
tageous to each, a reciprocity whereby we 
would extend our own trade and at the 
same time benefit the industrial interests 
of Cuba. That this is entirely practicable 
I do not for a moment doubt. 

**We can help Cuba in the maintenance 
of her independence with great benefit to 
ourselves. We can enable her to start on a 
career of self-supporting nationality with- 
out perceptible injury to any American 
industry and with manifest benefit to all. 
There are times when popular prejudices 
and fear obscure the most important is- 
sues and prevent wise legislation, but the 
second sober thought of the American peo- 
ple sweeps away the barriers erected by 
prejudice and fear, and allows the voice of 
conscience, and justice, and wise policy, to 
be heard. I believe that the time of deal- 
ing justly with Cuba has only been de- 
layed and will surely come.” 

At the conclusion of Senator Platt’s ad- 
dress the business of the convention pro- 
ceeded, and the various committees were 
appointed. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization met after the convention ad- 
journed and ratified Senator Platt for per- 
manent Chairman. 

The candidates for the State ticket and 
for Congress will be nominated to-morrow. 
There is a lively contest for the Guberna- 
torial nomination between Abiram Cham- 
berlain, State Controller, and Judge Liv- 
ingston W. Cleaveland of New Haven. 


Republicans’ Action in Texas.

DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 16.—The Repub- 
licans are preparing to make a vigorous 
fight for Congressmen in Texas. Among 
the districts selected for attack against 


the Democrats are the Fifth “‘ Dallas.” S. 
H. Lumpkin, Chairman of the Congres- 
sional Executive Committee of the dis- 
trict, to-day issued his call for the Con- 
ressional Convention to meet in Dallas on 
Sept. 25. It is believed the Republicans 
and Populists will fuse. The Republican 
candidates for the nomination are Dr. §. 
D. Pitts of Hillsborough and S. H. Lumpkin 
of Meridian.

“DOPE” BOOKS AND THE BIBLE. 


Police Captain Timothy J. Creeden, who 
was stricken with something much 
apoplexy at his desk in the East Eighty- 
eighth Street Station Sunday, was reported 
better at his home in Woodlawn yesterday. 

The trial of his wardman, John H. 
Downes, on the charge of failure to close 
the alleged poolroom, run as the William E. 
Reilly Association, in East Ejighty-first 
Street, went on before Commissioner Part- 
ridge at Headquarters, although Capt. 
Creeden is an important witness in the 
case, and is aiso accused by District At- 
torney Jerome of being interested in the 
resort. 

Joseph O'Neill, employed by the Citizens’ 
Union to get evidence against poolrooms, 
cross-examined by John F. McIntyre, coun- 
sel for the defense, testified that he had 
made a bet in a poolroom in Third Avenue, 
not far from the Reilly rooms, on Aug. 
17. The lawyer at once showed that the 
day specified was Sunday. 

“Would you try to convince the Commis- 
sioner that poolrooms run on Sunday and 
that horses run on that day,.too?”’ asked 
the lawyer. ? 

County Detective John D. Meyer testified 
to finding ‘‘ dope books” on the floor. 

*** Dope books '? What are they?” asked 
Col. Partridge. 

‘Why, said Mr. McIntyre, “‘ they are 
carried by almost every one these days. 
They are read right here in New York 
more consistently than the Bible.”’ The 
prosecution rested at the close of the hear- 
ing. and the case went over until Sept. 19. 

Ir. 8. G. Cook, President of the Board of 
Surgeons, visited Capt. Creeden at his home 
on Monday, and his report to Col. Part- 
ridge shows that it is extremely improb- 
able that he ever will resume his place in 
the department. Dr. Cook regards the Cap- 
tain’s condition as most serious. 
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His Firm Charged with Internal 
Revenue Fraud. 


He Denies the Allegation That Empty 
Cigar Boxes Were Refilled with 
Cheap Cigars in Evasion 
of the Law. 


George G. Tyson, Vice President of the 
firm of Tyson & Co., who operate cigar and 
news stands in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
the Gilsey House, the Murray Hill Hotel, 
and other leading hostelries, was arrested 
yesterday on a warrant sworn out by In- 
ternal Revenue officials, charging the firm 
with several violations of the revenue 
stamp law. It is charged that the firm neg- 


lected to cancel old stamps on cigar boxes, 
and that imported cigar boxes with Havana 
labels were refilled with a cheaper grade of 
cigars, 

Internal Revenue Agent John W. Sinsel 
said that information was received some 


time ago that Tyson & Co. were refilling 


with Key West cigars costing 7 cents each 


their empty boxes of imported Carolina and 
Henry Clay perfectos, costing 22 and 23 
cents each. On the strength of this infor- 
mation the revenue agents began to pay 
daily visits to the various stands of Tyson 
& Co. Whenever they saw an imported 
box nearly empty they would at once pur- 
chase all the remaining cigars, at the same 
time marking the box secretly. 

The revenue agents say that a great many 
boxes were so marked, but none of the 
empty boxes was found refilled until Mon- 
day afternoon, when a box of Carolina Per- 
fectos, which had been marked, was found 
refilled with “‘ stuffers,'’ as these substitut- 
ed cigars are called in the trade, at the 


stand in the Fifth Avenue Hotel. This box 
was seized and the stand was searched, 
with the result that a number of refilled 
boxes marked “H. C,. Perfectos’’ were 
found, the boxes having formerly contained 
Henry Clay cigars. The clerk in charge 
of the stand said he knew nothing about 
the refilling. 

The agents then visited the Imperial 
Hotel, where, they declare, they found an- 
other refilled box. They visited the Mur- 
Tray Hill Hotel, and in the stand in the 
basement they confiscated several empty 
boxes, the stamps on which had not been 
canceled. The stand is in charge of an 
elderly man during the day time. and it 
is claimed that these boxes had just been 
emptied and in the pressure of business 
he had not found time to cancel the 
stamps. 

Mr. Tyson himself was found at this ho- 
tel. He safd that, so far as the first charge 
of refilling boxes is concerned, it was the 
custom of cigar dealers when there were 
two or three boxes of cigars in a case of 
the same brand, all partially emptied, to 
place the contents of all in one box, paer- 
ticularly if they matched in color, in order 
that they would present a more «ttructive 
mppearance to the purchaser. It ¢id not 
look well, he stated, to offer a customer a 
box with but a few cigars in it. He said it 
was probably that in doing this some of the 
boxes marked by the revenue men were 
used, but he denied emphatically there-was 
any attempt upon the part of his company 
to evade the law or to use “stuffers”’ for 
the genuine imported cigars. 

Their customers, he insisted, 
men who knew good cigars, and men whvu 
would detect a substitution of that char- 
acter at once.

Rhythmic Takes the $5,000 Event 
at Empire City Track. 


PACING RECORD UNDISTURBED 


Dan Patch Falls to Lower Star Pointer’s 
Time, While Conditions Were Per- 
fect for the Trial. 


Rhythmic, the brown trotting stallion 
whose many victories have been one of the 
features of the season's racing in harness, 
was the star performer at the second day’s 
racing of the Grand Circuit meeting at the 
Empire City track, Yonkers, yesterday 
afternoon, winning the Empire Stakes of 
$5,000, the principal race of the day, in 
straight heats, trotting the three fastest 
miles of the year, and lowering his mark 
from 2:08% to 2:08 in his first heat. 

Dan Patch, the famous black stallion

2:02%. 


Direot Hal, a son of Direct, (2:05%,) who 
has not lost a race yet this year, won the 
Yonkers Stakes of $3,000 in straight heats, 
and Schley Pointer, one of the get of the 
champion Star Pointer, took the 2:15 class 
pace in a similar manner. The weather 
conditions again were perfect, and the at- 
tendance was much larger than on the first 
day of the meeting. 

The Empire Stakes, for a purse of $5,000, 
was the first race of the day, and had 
but four starters, Hudson & Gatcombs’s 
Rhythmic, Roy Miller’s Dulce Cor, H. H.

Wentworth had the pole in the first heat,

This gave him a new 
mark, as his best previous time was 2:08%.

CUT 26 MINUTES 
FROM OCEAN RECORD 


The Kronprinz Wilhelm Establishes 
a New Mark. 


King Leopold Probably Will Not Visit 
This Year—A 


Democratic Ruler.

Until the arrival yesterday of the big 
North German Lloyd flier, Kronprinz Wil- 
helm, the record for the westward passage 
from Cherbourg to New York was 5 days 
12 hours and 23 minutes, made in August, 
1901, the Deutschland of the Hamburg- 
American Line. Now the glory which gees 
with the holding of the fastest westward 
trip from Cherbourg belongs to the Kron- 
prinz, her time for the trip ended yester- 
day being 5 days 11 hours and 57 minutes, 
or 26 minutes faster than the Deutschland’s 
record,

Kronprinz traveled 3,047 miles at an 
23.09 knots an hour, while 
her record-breaking 
trip in August, 1901, covered 3,045 miles 
at an average speed of 23.07 knots an 
hour. The record for the eastward trip, 
which is several hours faster than the 
westward, is still held by the Deutschlend, 
as is also the record for the highest day’s 
run, 601 miles. 

The engineers on the Kronprinz say that 
the engines were not forced to any great 
extent, and the passengers say that no ad- 
ditional vibration was noticable during the 
trip. 

Rear Admiral Lord Charles Beresford of 
the British Navy was aboard the vessel, 
and after an inspection of the engine room, 
remarked that the machinery worked more 
perfectly than any he ever saw. 

When it was learned this morning that 
the steamship had established a new record, 
Richter and Chief Engineer Prillwitz 
congratulated by Lord Beresford and 
many of the passengers. 

Besides making a new record for speed, the 
big liner brought a record-breaking number 
of cabin passengers, 848 having found ac- 
commodation in the first and second cabins. 
One of them was Thomas F. Walsh, 
spoken of on this side as a partner in the 
business enterprises of King Leopold cf 
Belgium, who, it was reported, was svon to 
visit this country. 

“The King much desires to visit us,”’ 
said Mr. Walsh, *“‘ but I hardly think that 
he will do it this year. The Queer ts ill, 
important parliamentary measures demand 
his presence at home, and, moreover, the 
King is an old man. King Leopold's ambi- 
tion is centred in the advancement of his 
country, and he sees no better way of doing 
it than by entering into closer commercial 
relations with this country. He possesses

LAKE SUCCESS OFFER REFUSED 


North Hempstead Voters Decide Not to 
Sell the Pond to W. K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., for $50,000. 


W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., is not to get Lake 
Success, the picturesque stretch of water 
he wanted to buy and incorporate in his 
country estate on Long Island. The voters 
of the town of North Hempstead decided 
yesterday by a majority of 654 votes not to 
sell the property to him for $50,000. 

So complex was the ballot and so numer- 
ous the propositions submitted that the 
voters of the town hardly knew whether or 
not they were favoring the side they wished 
to favor. Not only did they have to vote 
aS to whether the lake should be sold, but 
also as to the disposition of the money to 
be obtained from the sale, and the long bal- 
lot was so arranged that each man could 
vote to have the same money expended for 
several different purposes. The four prop- 
ositions submitted to the voters were as fol- 
lows: 


To sell Lake Success to W. K. Vanderbilt, 
for $50,000; beaten by 654 votes. 

To sell the lake at public ayction for not less 
than $50,000; beaten by 215 votes. 

To authorize a trolley line from Mineola to 
Port Washington; approved by 210 votes. 

To sell a plot of ground at Westbury; 
by 73 votes. 

Another supplementary proposition pro- 
vided that $12,000 out of the $50,000, if re- 
ceived, should be expended for a Town Hall, 
and still another had to do with the dis- 
bursement of $18,000 for building parks on 
the shore fronts of Manhasset Bay, Little 
Neck Bay, and Hempstead Bay.

SECURITY FOR GOVERNMENT DE- 
POSITS. 


In alluding on Sunday morning to the 
relations of the Treasury to the money 
market, we remarked that the require- 
ment of United States bonds as security 
for Government deposits was a matter 
of precedent and not of the letter of the 
law. This proposition met with some 
criticism, but it was entirely correct, 
and our readers have noted that the 
same view has been reached by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, who is reported 
to be considering the advisability of ac- 
cepting other Government 
moneys. 

The language of the statute is suffi- 
ciently definite. It simply declares that 
the Secretary shall require the deposita- 
ries to “ give satisfactory security by the 
deposit of Government bonds and other-

Should the Secretary of the Treasury 
adopt a policy of this sort, it would not 
only tend to the prevention of the pecul- 
iar difficulties from which the commu- 
nity has regularly’ suffered for s0 many 
years, but it would be the first step to- 
ward reforming the arbitrary interfer- 
ence of the Treasury with the conditions 
of business, which no other civilized 
country permits. On the whole, it must 
be said that our successive Secretaries 
have managed their great work with 
much skill and judgment and always 
with integrity. But the work is one that 
ought not to be imposed on them. Every 
possible precaution should be taken that 
the process of collecting and disbursing 
the enormous revenues of the Govern- 
ment should not unnecessarily disturb 
business.

AUSTRALIAN TROUBLES. 


“Advance Australia” is the 
motto of the antarctic Commonwealth. 
Just now “ Retrograde Australia ’’ would 
appear to be a more fitting description. 
We were pointing out a day or two ago 
some of the mischievous results of the 
Australian immigration laws. And last 
Sunday we printed the interesting letter 
of a Melbourne correspondent about the 
troubles in Australia. How serious these 
troubles are may be inferred from the 
single fact that there is actually a con- 
siderable and growing emigration from 
Australia... This movement has attained 
such proportions that a thousand adults 
have made their way from Victoria alone 
to South Africa within the last four 
months, taking with them not less than 
three-quarters in money. 
The movement from this virgin soil to 
another land certainly no more favored 
by nature, this drainage of what Austra- 
lia most needs, men and money, is so 
strange that there must be something 
very exceptional to account for it. 

The explanation seems to be that Aus- 
tralia has been cursed by “ class legis- 
lation.”’” The case is not helped at all by 
the fact that the class which has en- 
acted the class legislation is the “ work- 
ing class.”” Australia is, in fact, the 
paradise, temporarily, of the “labor 
leader.”’ He has there been having his 
unchecked way. His notions about pro- 
viding four jobs for three men have pre- 
vailed and been put into the form of a 
law. He has busied himself in limiting 
immigration into a country of which the 
most crying need is labor. He has bus- 
ied himself frightening capital out of a 
country in which the next most crying 
need is capital. And he has succeeded so 
well that whoever can afford to get out 
of the country is getting out, preferring 
South Africa and the ills he knows not 
of to the Australian Commonwealth and 
the ills he knows. 

The spectacle is very sad, but very ex- 
emplary. When any class gets control 
of the lawmaking machinery in any

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sive interest, the resulting situation is 
bad for that country. It does not much 
matter whether the privileged class is of 
landowners and Dukes, as in the old 
British corn law days, or of workingmen 
and labor leaders and demagogues, as 
now in Australia. The lesson of the 
Australian crisis is one that it behooves 
every intelligent American, capitalist or 
laborer or neither, to take well to heart. 


MINERS’ WAGES AND COAL VARIA- 


TIONS. 

In an editorial contribution to The 
Engineering and Mining Journal Dr. R. 
W. RayMoNnD attempts a defense of the 
practices which are the chief grievances 
of the present strike, and that he is not 
quite successful is due less to his clever- 
ness in argument than to the fact that 
the practices which he discusses apolo- 
getically are indefensible. In explana- 
tion of the requirement of 2,740 to 3,190 
pounds for a ton, and of the subsequent 
docking on inspection “as a penalty,” to 
quote President MITCHELL, “ for loading 
impurities for which they have already 
penalized him in excess of weight,” Dr. 
RAYMOND says: 

The nature of the anthracite beds worked 
in different collieries, or even of the same 
bed in different parts of the same colliery, 
varies so widely as to the net value of each 
cubic yard or ton broken down for extrac- 
tion as to make the gross product of the 
miner's work highly variable in value. if 
the miner is to be paid, therefore, per ton 
of coal mined, there must be in each col- 
Hery, or perhaps, each part of the same 
colliery, a certain proportion, agreed upon 
beforehand, to be deducted from the gross 
product for waste material included in the 
crude product, 


It does not appear to the average lay- 
man that the miner creates the condi- 
tions encountered in the working of the 
coal seams, or that he is in dny way re- 
sponsible for the fact that the gross 
product of his work is highly variable 
in value. A -chamber is given to him, 
and it is all one to him whether the 
coal it yields is of the best or “ bony” 
and deteriorated by slate partings. It 
requires as much labor to break down 
a ton of it in the one case as the other; 
the labor of loading cars is the same, 
and since variations in quality are not 
due to any lack of skill or care on his 
part, there is no good reason why the 
loss due to such inequalities should fall 


upon him. If.he were paid as much 


more when the coal was better than the 
average run of mine as he is paid less 
when it falls below this standard, the 
plus and minus quantities would equal- 
ize themselves perhaps, but it is not 
understood that this is the case. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Raymonp’s explanation, 
if the seam deteriorates the resulting 
loss falls upon labor, since the coal won 
is not as good as the operators expect 


. 


it to be. 
Dishonest loading can be detected and 


stopped by much better methods than 
those which Dr. RAYMOND describes, It 
could very well be made to the interest 
of the contracting miner to stay in his 
chamber and see his coal loaded, and, if 
necessary, this should be done under in- 
spection. But no specious argument can 
rub out the substantial injustice of 
holding the miner accountable for the 
nature of the seam mined, unless he is 
permitted to pick and choose his own 
place of working, and to leave all that 
is inferior in quality to be mined and 
removed by men employed in dead work 
at the cost of the operator. No matter 
what the issue of the present strike, per- 
manent peace and mutually advanta- 


geous co-operation between the miners 


and mine owners cannot be expected 


so long as the pay of the miner for work 


done is dependent upon the arbitrary 


dicta of those who judge his output, and 
varies with the quality of the coal in 
the seam at the point where he cuts it. 


These small injustices are big with the 
potentialities of strife and contention. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Those objects of our occasional—and 
highly appreciated—attention, the ‘* Chris- 
tian Scientists,’ have just recelved a reaily 
dreadful blow from Judge ARNOLD of (‘om- 
mon Pleas Court No. , in Philadelphia, to 
whom the would-be wizards of the Quaker 
City recently applied for a charter for 
another “ First Church of Christ, Ecien- 
tist."". The application went first to what 
they call a “ master ’ over there, and he, 
obliging man, advised the granting of the 
request, but the Judge, having looked 
over the papers, was not only of another 
mind, but he gave a perfectly awful reason 
for refusing. After quoting from the char- 
ter as drawn that the object of the pro- 
posed ‘“‘church’’ was to preach a doctrine 
expounded in Mrs. Eppr’s books, he pre- 
sented these interesting lines from an ar- 
ticle written by herself. ‘ ‘Science and 
Health, with a Key to the Scriptures,’ and 
my other published works, are the only 
proper instructors for this hour. It shall 
be the duty of all Christian Scientists to 
eirculate an& to sell as many of these 
books as they can. If a member of the 
First Church of Christ (Scientist) shall tail 
to obey this injunction it will render him 
liable to lose his membership In this church.” 
From these data Judge ARNOLD decided 
that ‘‘ the so-called church is a corpora- 
tion for profit, organized to enforce the 
sale of Mrs. Eppy's books by its members, 
which is a matter of business, and not of 
z>eligion.”” And his conclusion was: “ As 
the courts have no power to charter such a 
corporation, the application for a charter 
is refused.’’ And there, for the present, 
the matter stands. The Philadelphia “ sc-ten- 
tists "’ vehemently assert that the Judge, 
poor wanderer in the darkness—of common 
sense, they might have added, but didn’t-- 
has utterly misunderstood ‘ mother's” 
inspired words, and that they will appeal 
to a higher court. Of course they will, and 
it's not for us to predict that they cannot 
get a reversal. 


—Quite the most serious feature—in 
some ways, though of course not in others 
—of the report made by the Mayor's com- 
mittee on the funeral riot was the part in 
which the Police Magistrates were charged 
with faults much worse than negligence. 
These officials occupy positions which, 
while not very high in the judicial scale, 
are of great importance to the city, and of 
almost vital importance to a large fraction 
of the city’s inhabitants. For those who 
belong to that fraction the Police Magis- 
trate is, the policeman aside, the embodi- 
ment of all law and government, and 
whether eithe#Pis to be respected or hated | 
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depends in large measure upon the im- 
partiality, the patience and the efficiency 
with which the Police Magistrates perform 
their duties. Now the committee's report 
formally accuses them of illustrating ex- 
actly contrary qualities—of deciding the 
cases brought before them hastily, arbi- 
trarily, and, in effect, unjustly. These are 
most serious charges, coming from the 
source they do, 
after prolonged investigation and reflec- 
tion. Of course the Magistrates will an- 
swer them. It is much to be hoped that ithe 
answer will be adequate and convincing. 
Some of the Magistrates are men of known 
ability, and none of them has been accused 
of evil intentions or anything even ap- 
proaching corruption. They wield of ne- 
cessity a wide discretion, and often, doubt- 
less, acts of theirs that seem peeuliar or 
mysterious would lose that aspect if the 
observer were acquainted with all the 
circumstances, The issue has been raised, 
however, and it should be settled. The 
Mayor’s committee did not speak at ran- 
dom, and the Magistrates cannot afford to 
ignore its words—to accept anything less 
than a complete vindication.

that, either.

MR. SHARRETT’S WORK IN CHINA. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that we are taking our place with 
the foremost nations of the world, is it not 
hearly time that we toned 
shouts of our successful diplomacy. Mr. 
Sharrett has done splendid work in China. 
Why lessen the dignity of his achievement 
by injudicious talking on his return? He 
is reported by several newspapers as boast- 
ing of how he ‘called England’s bluff.” 
His story reads like a fairy tale of a brave 
Yankee stepping in where the combined 
powers of Europe feared to tread, and 
bearding the British lion, 
Then, when the lion is vanquished, behold, 


the powers combine and at every, meeting | 


of the delegates the votes are thirteen to 
one. Yet, wonderful to tell, the thirteen 
hostile votes are mysteriously overwhelmed 
by the vote recorded by the one and only 
Thaddeus S. Sharrett. 

The facts impartially viewed seem rather 
different. With the tacit consent of the 
powers, England, by virtue of the fact that 
she alone stood for the open door and the 
preservation of the integrity of the coun- 
try, has had charge of the customs admin- 
istration of China, to the lasting benefit of 
the Celestial Empire and the world. Natu- 
rally, when our Commissioner arrived un- 
announced, the British Commissioner, who 
had full powers to act on the former basis, 
could not reopen the question of an inter- 


national commission until he had applied to 
the home Government. Reference to the 
Blue Beoks and the London press of that 
time prove that England readily acceded to 
our request, since she looked upon us as a 
passive ally, with identical interests to her 
own in maintaining the open door. Eng- 
land’s position in China, after all, is not 
unlike our own might be in Cuba In case 
serious complications arose. She has been 
the godmother to commerce with China 
ever since she opened the markets to the 
world, and here at least selfishness or bluff 
cannot be charged against her. 

On another point England also welcomes 
our advent in the Far East. Germany es- 
pecially, the other powers in a less degree, 
opposed facilities which would enable cer- 
tain of our foodstuffs to enter in a field 
which they had previously held. England, 
however, realized that her ships carry 
much of our merchandise to Chinese ports 
while Germany does her own shipping. 
Therefore, on strictly business principles, 
England finds our interests hers. 

But in any case silence in diplomacy is 
golden, and our officials too often forget 
this fact, lessening our National dignity 
thereby.

Thirty Members of the Brotherhood of |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Thirty mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Painters, Deco-

A _ bursting 
shell which used to kill a great number 
of people has been rendered less dangerous 
by this small armor catching the flying 
pieces. 

“The target practice in which our battle- 
ships the Majestic and Terrible sunk the 
Belleisle taught us a lot about the different 
types of battleships and their respective 
usefulness.

MRS. CAMPBELL AGAIN 


An Agreeable Modern Comedy by 
the Author of “ Dodo” at the 
Garden Theatre. 


Aunt Jeannie Is “A Flirt for a Good 
Object—Like a Bazaar.” 


When a man and a woman are engaged, 
it is well known, diplomatic relations are a 
trifle strained. At the Garden Theatre last 
night they were so strained that Aunt 
Jeannie was not able to tell her young man 
about a very serious and interesting affair 
she had on hand, which laid her open to 
utter misconstruction and caused the young 
man much needless unhappines.. 

The affair had to do with Lord Lindfield 
and Aunt Jeannie’s niece. These two peo- 
ple were in a way to be engaged; but Aunt 
Jeannie happened to know what the’ niece 
did not know, that Lord Lindfield had just 
wrecked the life of a married woman in 
Paris; and she happened also to know what 
Lord Lindfield did not know, that this 
woman was the niece’s sister. So she set 
out to wfn the love of Lord Lindfeld, and 
when she had succeeded, to the consterna- 
tion of both her neice and her lover, she 
threw over his lordship as best she coula. 

In ordinary life so sensible a woman as 
Aunt Jeannie is represented to be would 
perhaps have told the niece what manner 
of man she was learning to care for, but 
there were stage reasons why she should 
not do this in the play; and, besides, one 
must stand on his guard against being un- 
reasonable in this matter of expecting 
people on the stage, or in life, to act rea- 
sonably. 


As regards Aunt Jeannie’s own lover, 


however, the premise is clearly a false one. 
Not even the unreason of real life could 
explain why she deliberately allowed him 
to think that she was so flagrantly untrue 
to him. It is on such premises, however, 
that all but the best plays are usually 


Staked out. 

In the present case we 
the falsity is not a vital matter. In the 
dramatic essentials Mr. BE. Benson's 
situations ring true; and if the play is not 
of absorbing interest it is still interesting 
enough to make a vehicle for presenting 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell again to audiences 
that have learned to appreciate her in a 
better cause. 

It was evident again, as it has often been 
evident before, that Mrs. Campbell is that 
very rare thing in the theatre, a gentle- 
woman to the manner born, and an actress 
to the stage reborn—in a word, that she is 
perfect, or nearly perfect, as an exponent 
of genuine and refined feeling on the stage. 

More than this, she has the gift of grace 
and beauty, a distinction of physique that 
is at once ideal and keenly individual. It 
is true that she does not possess magnetism 
of universal potency. Like the young wo- 
men of the Burne-Jones paintings, one likes 
her or not, as one chooses, but like these 
young women again it is an evidence of 
imperfect perception to be unable to rec 
nize in her an exceedingly interesting cunt. 
ity. 

In the play last night she had not much 
to do, for the most pait, except to be 
graciously affectionate, a thing which she 
accomplished adequately, though without 
creating any very powerful atmosphere of 
human sympathy. At times one suspected 
her of being a trifle self-contained. 

In two scenes, however, Mrs. Campbell 
heightened and kindled. -When. after ex- 
erting her utmost charm on Lord Lindfield, 
in the manner of ‘a flirt for good object— 
like a charity bagar,’’ she at last roused 
his passionate admiration, she somehow 
managed to convey the impression of a 
finely conceived attraction for him. 

This, and only this, could make her 
seductions sympathetic and comprehensible. 
At the same time, when he seized her and 
passionately kissed her she succeeded in 
convincing the audience that she was re- 
volted to the depths. Such blending of 
feeling, which are so common in life, are 
of the utmost difficulty on the stage. 

The second passage was that in which, in 
the last act, she told her niece the truth of 
the whole aituation. Here she was earnest, 
eloquent, and sincere, and by simple and 
unaffected acting moved the audience to 
the only real enthusiasm it manifested dur- 
ing the evening. 

In this latter scene she was effectively 
seconded by Miss Amy Lamborn, who also 
played with simplicity and conviction, and 
without whose successful co-operation the 
scene could not have been quite effective. 
All the women in the play spoke so softly 
and at times so hurriedly that they could 
not be heard in the middle of the house. 
The Lord Lindfield of Mr. John Blair was 
mannered at times in the matter of in- 
toning sentences that might better have 
been spoken, and it was sometimes mis- 
conceived in business, as when Mr. Blair 
repeatedly got down on his knees in mak- 
ing love, a thing that is hardly in character 
with a horse racing and generally worldly 
member of the English aristocracy. Yet in 
the main, Mr. Blair was earnest and sin- 
cere. At the end, when Aunt Jeannie 
showed that, in spite of Lord Lindfield's 
somewhat shady character, she _ really 
thought well of him, one was ready to 
share her good opinion. 

The defect of the piece as an acting play 
is evident in the fact that, while none of 
the parts gave much scope to the actors, 
several of them might without undue use 
of the actor's parlance be called rotten. 
Thus Aunt Jeannie’s lover, (Mr. Charles 
Bryant,) the man she ended by marrying, 
had no chance to be anything but the mer- 
est walking gentleman. Several times Aunt 
Jeannie showed that she was strongly at- 
tracted by Lord Lindfield, but not once did 
she show any real feeling for the man she 
was reported to be in love with. Both as a 
ama and as an acting play the piece 
would have been improved if her true lover 
had been made a real factor in the problem. 

Another part, taken by Mr. Vaushas 
Glaser, if not a walking gentleman, was at 
best a talking gentleman. As a vehicle for 
caustic small talk Mr. Glaser proved very 
acceptable. 

The real hit of the evening was made by 
Mr. R. C. Herz in the part of a rather 
clever silly ass who was always interrupt- 
ing with impertinent but. amusing non- 
sense. Here again there was nothing ex- 
cept talk; but it was amusing talk, which 
absurdities 


are fortunate that 


at its best suggested the witty 
of Gilbert and Oscar gg:

Such sallies were so cleverly worked into 
the play that they amused a receptive 
first-night audience. Whether they will 
do so with succeeding audiences is problem- 
atical. At any rate, “ Aunt Jeannie” will 
probably give way before long to more 
solid stuff.

HUNDREDS OF CONVERTS

agency from Peking says: 

‘Catholies here understand that from 300 
to 1,000 converts have been killed by Boxers 
in the Province of Sze-Chuen.”’ 


A dispatch to The London Standard from 
Shanghai, published to-day, says: 

‘*A force of armed Boxers entered Cheng- 
Tu-Fu, (capital of Sze-Chuen Province,) 
Sept. 15. Some of them were killed or 
eaptured in the streets of the city and the 
shops there are closed. The military au- 
thorities are patrolling Cheng-Tu-Fu and 
the situation there is reported to be seri- 
ous.”’ 

This dispatch follows many others tell- 
ing of Boxer outrages during the last few 
months. The trouble in Sze-Chuen Prov- 
ince began in May, and about June 1 it had 
been reported from Peking that the dis- 
turbers had -warned the Government of 
their intention to kill all foreigners and ex- 
terminate all Christian churches. Every 
week new storles of outrages and reports 
of increases in the number of the Boxers 
were forthcoming from the terrorized prov- 
ince, and the fact that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment said it had the situation well in 
hand in July did not seem to lessen the un- 
easiness of the foreign residents. 

On July 30 Dr. Conright, an American 
missionary, telegraphed to Minister Con- 
ger that the danger was increasing, and 
that the missionaries’ lives and property 
were threatened. The next day brought 
the news that more than 300 of the rebels 
had been killed by the imperial troops, 
with the result that quiet was restored 
temporarily. Nevertheless there were more 
massacres before long. 

A dispatch of Aug. 6 from Peking said 
that the protests of the foreign Ministers 
about the conditions in Sze-Chuen Prov- 
ince had caused the suspension of the old 
Viceroy and several minor officials. The 
new Viceroy, appointed to fill the vacancy 
and bring the rebellious district to terms, 
was Tsen-Chun-Suan, who previously had 
been Governor of Shan-Si. 

About this time there was a famine in the 
province and the imperial treasury had to 
donate large sums to alleviate the suffer- 
ing. After the new Viceroy had investi- 
gated, he reported during the second week 
in August that the Boxers had been en- 
gaged in battle by the imperial troops, 
that a thousand or more rebels had been 
killed, and their leader beheaded. Since 
that time there haye come dispatches tell- 
ing of the murder of two English mission- 
aries, and for the murders two Chinamen 
were executed. 


SIAMESE PRINCE COMING HERE. 


Chowfa Maha Vajiravudh Now the 
Guest of Denmark’s King. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Sept. 16.—The 
Crown Prince of Siam, Chowfa Maha 
Vajiravudh, arrived here to-day. King 
Christian gave a dinner in his honor this 
evening. 

The Crown Prince sails from Southamp- 
ton for New York Oct. 8. He will visit 
President Roosevelt, make a two months’ 
tour of America, and will then sail for 
Japan and home. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Major Waldo B Bigelow. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 16.—Major 
Waldo Bigelow, prominent in the Grand 
Army of the Republic, died to-day. He 
was born in South Framingham, Mass., in 
1838, About 1859 he came to Baltimore. In 
the attack upon the Sixth Massachusetts 
Regiment in thts city in April, 1861, he took 
an active interest on behalf of the Federal 
troops. The following day he warned a 
Pennsylvania regiment of the feeling in 
Baltimore. The Colonel of the Pennsyl- 
vania troops hesitated to follow the route 
of the Massachusetts regiment. Bigelow in 

erson carried a message from him to Pres- 
dent Lincoln. The journey to Washington 
was a hazardous undertaking, but Bigelow 
accomplished it safely on horseback. 

He organized the First and Second Mary- | 
land Regiments. Later he served on the 
staffs of Gens. Hatch, Nagle, and Burn- 
side. When he resigned from the army 
in 1865 he received his brevet of Major for 


gallant service in the field. For twelve 
years Major Bigelow was Postmaster at 


Annapolis. 

He was married three times. His third 
wife survives. Mrs. Emma Lamb of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., is his sister. She it was who 
pinned inside his coat the message he car- 
ried to Washington more than forty years 
ago.

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DEATH OF GEN. OLIPHANT. 


TRENTON, Sept. 16,—Adst. Gen. Alex- 
ander ©. Oliphant, died at his residence on 
West State Street at 2 o'clock this morning. 
He suffered a stroke of paralysis on Satur- 
day last and had been in poor health prior 
to that time. 


Geh. Oliphant was born in Uniontown, 
Pa., fortw-two years ago. He became @ 
member of Company A, Seventh Regiment, 
of the National Guard of New Jersey, and 
distinguished himself during the ratlroad 
riots in August, 1877. He was graduated 
from Annapolis Naval Academy in 1881, He 
was ordered aboard the United States 
ship Lancaster of the European Squadron, 
and was in the force that was landed in 
Alexandria in July, 1882, to repulse the 
anticipated attack on that city by the 
Egyptian rebels. In 1883, upon reaching 


the rank of Ensign, he was honorably dis- 
charged. 

Three years later he was appointed Major 
and Engineer on the staff of Major Gen. 
William J. Sewell, then commanding the 
a Brigade of the New Jersey National 
Guar 

At the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war, Gen, Oliphant applied to the War De- 
partment for a commission In the volunteer 
service, and was specially detailed as mili- 
tary secretary to Gov. Voorhees. At the 
end of the war he was made Assistant Ad- 
jutant General of the State of New Jersey, 
and succeeded Gen. Stryker upon the lat- 
ter’s death. Gen. Oliphant was a son-in- 
law of United States Senator Stephen B.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—The Agricultural 
Department to-day issued the following weekly 
crop summary: 

The week ended Sept. 15 was unseasonably 
cool throughout all districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains, more particularly in the lake region, 
central valleys, and Gulf States, with a general 
absence of rain, or only light precipitation in 
the greater part of the area west of the Mis- 
sissfppi River, although heavy rains occurred 
in portions of Arkansas and Louisiana, Needed 
rains fell in-the Ohio Valley, lake region, and 
Middle and South Atlantic States, effectually 
relieving the drought conditions in those districts. 
More or less damaging frosts occurred on the 
12th, 18th, and 14th throughout the Northwest, 
central valleys, and lake region, and as far 
South as Arkansas and the northern portions of 
Mississippi, Alabama, and Georgia. The North 
Pacific Coast States continue to need rain, but 
in other respects the conditions on the Pacific 
Coast were favorable. 

Late corn has been serlously damaged by heavy 
frdésts the northern portion of the corn 
belt, especially to the westward of the 
Mississippi River. Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
and Kansas escaped injury, except in the 
northern portion, where late corn was damaged. 
In Iowa, Northern Nebraska, the Dakotas, Min- 
nesota, and Wisconsin early corn has been seri- 
ously injured. It is estimated that more than 
one-half of the-crop in Iowa and South Dakota 
was too far advanced to be seriously hurt, but 
the bulk of the remainder has been badly dam- 
aged.

Tobacco has been injured to some extent by 
frosts in Kentucky and Tennessee, About one- 
third of the crop remains in the fields in Ken- 
tucky, but in other important tobacco States 
cutting and housing have been largely finished. 

Some improvement in the condition of apples 
is reported from Ohio and Illinois. A good crop 
is promised in Michigan, Wisconsin, Missouri, 
and portions of Kansas, but in Indiana and 
generally throughout the Middle Atlantic States 
a very light yield is indicated. In New York 
and New England apples have been injured by 
high winds. 

The progress made with plowing for Fall seed- 
ing has been very. satisfactory throughout the 
central valleys, and considerable Winter wheat 
has been sown in Missouri, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, This work has, however, been much de- 
layed in the interior portions of the Middle At- 
lantic States, and in parts of Tennessee, Okla- 
homa, and Nebraska.

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DROP IN CALL MONEY RATE. 


Reached 15 Per Cent., ‘but at the Close 
Was Offered at 4 Per Cent.—Ad- 
ditional Gold Imports. 


Announcements of further gold engage- 
ments for import and a slackening in the 
demand for call loans were held mainly re- 
sponsible for the drop in the call money 
rate to 4 per cent., at which call loans were 
offered yesterday at the close of business 
on the Stock Exchange. Very few loans, 
however, were made at this figure, for 
most of the brokers who had borrowed at 


10 and 12 per cent. were afraid to call these 
loans for fear that if they did so and 
money should go up again they would be 
unable to arrange loans with the same 
lenders. 

Call money opened at 13 per cent., and 
rose to 15 per cent. by the middle of the 
day. At the close it was offered at 4 per 
cent., which was the lowest figure for the 
day, and in fact the lowest for ten days. 

The slackening in the money rate in the 
afternoon was in part responsible for a 
slight rise in sterling exchange, which 
rose from $4.85.25 to $4.85.30 and $4.85.40. 

Additional gold imports were announced. 
To the National City Bank will be shipped 
to-day from London $1,000,000, which is 
part of the $2,500,000 South African gold en- 
gagement, which was announced yesterday 
morning. The same bank is endeavoring 
to intercept $2,000,000 more of South Afri- 
can gold, which is the remainder of the 
$4,500,000 shipped recently to London, but 
which has not all arrived there. J. & W. 
Seligman & Co, have been advised by their 
correspondent itn San Francisco’ that 
$1,250,000 gold imported by them from Aus- 
tralia will reach San Francisco on Oct. 6. 
Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. will receive 
$500,000 Australian gold in about three 
weeks. Besides a cable from London an- 
nounced that $1,750,000 would be shipped 
to-day for this city. This amount is $7Q),- 
000 more than the City Bank has en- 
gaged, but for whom this amount is in- 
tended could not be learned.

Further relief for the money sitpation 
eame from the paying out by the Sub- 
Treasury of $346,000 on checks and coupons 
on account of anticipated interest, making 
a total so far paid out of $500,000. The 
absorption of money by the Sub-Treasury, 
however, continued, the banks having lost 
to it yesterday $457,000, and since Friday 
$961,000. The Sub-Treasury yesterday 
shipped $400,000 to New Orleans. 


FIRE-PROOFING IN HOTELS. 


Court Holds That Superintendent of 
Buildings Has Jurisdiction Con- 
cerning: Material Used. 

Judge Gildersleeve, sitting at Special 
Term, Part I., has denied the motion made 
by Charles L. Cooke for an alternative 
writ of mandamus against Perez M. Stew-. 
art, the Superintendent of Buildings for 

the Borough of Manhattan. 

Mr. Cooke, who is the Superintendent of 
one of the wood fire-proofing companies, 
asked that Mr. Stewart be compelled by 
mandamus to remove wood which Mr. 


Cooke claimed was insufficiently treated 
from the Hanover National Bank Building, 
the St. Regis Hotel, at Fifty-fifth Street 
and Fifth Avenue, and the Lord's Court 
Building. He asserted that he had got 
samples of the wood used for sleepers and 
bucks in these buildings, had had the same 
tested, and that the tests showed that 
while the wood had been treated, still it 
had not been treated thoroughly enough. 

Mr. Stewart submitted affidavits on the 
art of himself and others showing that 
e had investigated these buildings, and 
had after said investigation arrived at the 
decision that the charges were groundless. 
Judge Gildersleeve decided, as did Judge 
Hall on July 25 in the Newcombe case, 
brought by the same attorney, that the Su- 
perintendent of Buildings is the judge as to 
the question of fact whether or not there 
is a violation of the law, that he has dis- 
cretion as to the enforcement of the Build- 
ing Code, and that it is well settled that a 
writ of mandamus will not lie to review 
the decision of an officer having such 
power.

Convention, Attended by Mayor Low

Two incidents at the first meeting of the 
thirtieth annual convention of the Inter- 
mational Association of Fire Engineers at 
the Grand Central Palace yesterday indi- 
ated more plainly than anything that has 
heen written or said the attitude of the 
firemen toward the dependency of their 
positions on politks. The first was amus- 
ing, and took place soon after the meeting 
Was called to order at 11 o'clock. President 
Mies 8S. Humphreys, Chief of the Pittsburg 
Fire Department, held up a yellow enve- 
lope and called Ogt: 

“Is Chief J. R. Canterbury present? Here 
ies a telegram for him.’’ 


As Chief Canterbury arose a voice in the 
rear of the hall called: 

“Come home at once. The Mayor has 
fired you.”’ 

At that there was much laughter and 


handclapping, and Chief Edward F. Croker 
of the New York Fire Department, who 
sat on the platform beside Mayor Low and 
Fire Commissioner Sturgis, smiled broadly. 
The countenances of the Mayor and the 
Fire Commissioner also showed a suspicion 
of a smile, but their pleasure was not so 
evident as that of Chief Croker. 


In the afternoon the second incident oc- 
eurred. Capt. William Brophy of Boston 
Was speaking. Capt. Brophy for many 


years was connected with the Boston Fire 
Department. He is now an old man, and 
for several vears has been on the retired 
list, holding the position of consulting elec- 
trical engineer of the Wire Bureau of the 
City Government. 

“When it comes to the Fire Department,” 
said he, ‘‘to the men who protect the twod 


most valuable things we know, life and 
property, the public should say to the 
politicians, ‘Stand back!’’ 

As the aged man raised his hand in a 


protesting gesture the veteran fire fighters 
cheered and stamped their feet and clapped 
their hands. “Say to them,’’ continued 
Capt. Brophy, ‘‘‘ This department is too 
important and these men too valuable for 
you to touch!’’’ The applause was almost 
deafening. 

Chief Croker, on the platform, tapped his 
left foot rapidly, but was not otherwise 
demonstrative. The young Chief of the 
New York Department was the centre of 
interest at the sessions of the convention 
yesterday. From the time he entéred the 
Grand Central Palace with the Mayor and 
the’ Fire Commissioner until after the 
demonstration of his search-light fire en- 

ine near the Murray Hill Hotel last night, 
ne Was very popular. 

He is an avowed and aggressive candi- 
date for the Presidency of the association, 
and conducted his own campaign yester- 
diay. In his bluff way he told the other 
Fire Chiefs that he wanted the election 
**as a vindication.’’’ All were more or less 
familiar with his recent tilt with the Fire 
Commissioner, and most of them expressed 

reat admiration for the young Chief. 

hey seemed to like his bluff manner, and 
Chiefs from the East and South and West 
said freely that in all probability the New 
Yorker would be elected their President 
at this meeting. Late last night no other 
candidate had been announced. 

Mayor Low delivered the address of wel- 
come, and Fire Commissioner Sturgis wel- 


comed the Chiefs on behalf of the Fire De- 
martment. Chief James Devine of Salt 
Poke City responded for the association. 
A. C. Hendricks of New Haven, Conn., 


read a paper on *‘ How Should Firemen Be 
Best Rewarded When Having Saved Human 
Lives at the Risk of Losing Their Own!”

LEGAL. NOTES. 

ILLEGAL SUSPENSION OF MEMBER OF A 
BENFFIT ORDER.—Justice D. Cady Herrick 
of the Albany Spécial Term of the Supreme 
Court has decided that where the by-laws 
of a benefit order provide that a member 
accused of having become intemperate aft- 
er joining the order shall, before suspension 
therefor, have full opportunity for defense 
and may be represented on the trial by 


counsel, a suspension, amounting to an ex- 
pulsion, is illegal where it is made without 
notice to the member of the hearing of the 
charges against him, and where his subse- 
quent appeals to higher courts of the order 
determined by them without notice to 
him of the hearings. Justice Herrick said 
in part: ‘**‘ While a member of an incorpo- 
rated club or of a voluntary association, 
legally organized, is undoubtedly bound by 
itS rules for its own government and the 
regulation of the conduct of its members, 
and by the decisions of the body author- 
ized by such rules and regulations to make 
decisions, still those rules and regulations 
must be reasonable rules and reguiations, 
and must provide for justice and fair deal- 
ing between its members. Jf they provide 
anything else, they are of no force or 
fect: if they fail to provide for justice 
or fair dealing between the members, the 
common law supplies the defect. * * * 
The defendant has failed to comply with 
its own rules for the trial of its members; 
it has violated a funamental principle of 
justice by attempting to deprive one of its 
members of rights and privileges without 
giving him an opportunity to be heard.” 
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FAILURE TO INTRODUCE EVIDENCE.—On the 


trial of an action for personal injuries 


brought by James 
estér Railway Company the 


Kane against the Roch- 
plaintiff testi- 


fied that certain his fingers were put 
out of joint and that his wrists hurt him 
badly. There were no objective symptoms 
of injury to either the fingers or wrists, 


but on cross-examinaticn it appeared that 
a Dr. Weigel had made an X-ray examina- 


tion, which would disclose any latent in- 
uries. The doctor, in his testimony, said 
e@ had made such an examination and had 


taken photograplis of Kane's injuries, and 
that he had such photographs in his pos- 
session. The plaintiff's counsel did - not 
ask the doctor what the X-ray examination 
disclosed, nor dic he offer in evidence the 
photographs showing the condition of the 
fingers and wrists. The Fourth appeliate 
Division kas held, on an appeal from a 
judgment setting aside a verdict for the 
plaintiff, that it was an error for the trial 
eourt to refuse to charge that the jury 
might assume from the omission of counsel 
to bring it out that if Dr. Weigel had testi- 
fied as to the results of his X-ray exami- 
nation such testimony would have been ad- 
Verse to Kane. Justice McLennan, for the 
appellate couri, says in part: ‘*‘ Wus the 
detendant entitled to have the jury cherged 
as requested? Fair play and commion sense 
vould certainly jJictate an affirmative an- 
swer. Facts were within the knowledge of 
the witness calied by the plaintiff for the 
urpose of establishing the seriousness of 
he injury which he sustained, which con- 
cededly would demonstrate whether such 
injury wus as serious as claimed or not. 
plaintiff£ ought 
not to be permitted to withhold such in- 
formation from the jury. It is very nat- 
ura! to suppose that, if such information 
would have tend2d to corroborate plaintiff's 
claim, it would have been called out by him, 
and the conclasion is almost irresistible 
that he omitted so to do because he knew 
the informaticn possessed by the physician 
as the result of the examination made by 
him would be hurtful to his claim if com- 
municated to the jury. And it Is no an- 
gwer,’’ says Justice McLennan in conciu- 
sion, ‘‘to say that, because the defendant 
brought out the fact of the examination, 
it might have asked what the result of 
such examination was, for the defendant 
Was not called upon to take the chances of 
an answer by a hostile witness.”

Streets, to which it recently acquired title. 

The New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat 
Company was organized last Summer when 
the high prices charged by the Western 
packing concerns made the business of the 
retail butchers, even with wealthy patron- 
age, unprofitable, and when retail butchers 
doing business in poorer localities in many 
instances were forced to close their stores 
because ‘they could no longer find a tmar- 
kei for their high-priced meat. 

Since the date of its incorporation, July 


cided 
ground 


to 


18, 1902, the company has made constant 
progress. On Sept. 2 the above-mentioncd 
property was purchased. ‘The price paid 
was $250,000. The property consists of the 
lots on the west side of Eleventh Ave- 
nue, between Thirty-ninth and Fortieth 
Streets. It measures 197% feet in 


length by 125 feet in depth. On this plot 
it is proposed to erect a six or seven story 
building, with machinery and improvements 
of the most modern type, at an estimated 
cost of $590,000. Architects now are pre- 
paring plans for the building, which may 
be passed upon by the Directors within the 
next few days. 

The tearing down of several old struct- 
ures on the land will be begun within ten 
days, and the preparatory work for the 
new structure will then go on at once. 

The new company expects to be ready 
for its customers in the Spring of 1903. It 
will engage in buSiness on lines identical 
the large Western packing 
concerns, and will deal in all products in 
which they deal. It is hinted that it may 
ultimately carry its war to the very doors 
of the Western packers. 

It will be conducted largely on 
operative principle, and closely allied with 
it will be a Retail Butchers’ Exchange, the 
members of which can send their surplus 
stocks of»meats and have them sold or ex- 
changed at their full value. 

Through other allied corporations the 


company expects to = to good profit all 
their trade.

The poten ys 4 of the corporation in- 
cludes many of the leading retail butchers 


in this city and a host of small ones. To 
supply the demands of these it is cstimated 
that the corporation will kill at least 2,000 
cattle, 3,000 sheep and lambs, and 2,000 
calves a week. 

The company has opened offices at 510- 
512 West Forty-second Street. William G. 
Wagner, Secretary of the company, when 
seen there, said that the corporation had 
already received offers from independent 
packing concerns in the West to handle and 
their products on commission. This 
would practically mean an alliance with 
such interests in the West as are hostile 
to the trust. 

Mr. Wagner was asked whether it were 
not possible for the trust to create a cor- 
ner in live stock or use sOme other means

He inti- 
mated that ample precaution had been 


taken to forestall any such action. 

“The new enterprise will be of great 
henefit to the public,’’ said Mr. Wagner. 
‘“‘It will certainly prevent @ repetition of 


Through 
the company, which is practically co- 
operative, the members will receive their 


meats at a figure very Httle above Gost. 
They will thus be able to sell cheap, and 
this will act as a check on the others.”

IN RECEIVER'S HANDS 


The Cloak Conecern’s Liabilities 
Estimated at $800,000. 








High Rent of Broadway Premises Given 
_as the Principal Cause—Emanuel 
W. Bloomingdale .in Charge. 





Proceedings in involuntary bankruptcy 
were commenced yesterday against the 
firm of Meyer Jonasson & Co., wholesale 
and retail suit and cloak merchants, at §17 
Broadway. The firm has stores in Boston 
and Pittsburg, as well as, in New York, 
and was considered the most important 
cloak house in the United States, 

Emanuel W. Bloomingdale of the firm of 
Bloomingdale Brothers of Third Avenue 
and Fifty-ninth Street was appointed re- 
ceiver for the concern, with a bond of 
$250,000. Mr. Bloomingdale qualified early 
in the afternoon and took immediate posses- 
sion of the establishment. It is estimated 
that the liabilities amount to about $800,- 
000, and the nominal assets are believed by 
the creditors to be in excess of that sum, 
although the real assets may not prove to 
be so large. 

One feature in this failure is the fact thet 
Meyer Jonasson & Co. had agreed to lease 
for a term of twenty-one years a building 
which the Astor estate was to erect on the 


lot at 22, 24, and 26 West Thirty-fourth 
Street, two doors from the Waldorf-As- 


toria Hotel. Excavation for the founda- 
tions of dhis building had begun, but the 
erection of the structure had not com- 
menced. 

No determination had’ been reached yes- 
terday with regard to the disposition of the 
proposed building. The receiver had only 
just taken charge. If the business is reor- 
ganized after a settlement with creditors, 
it is Nkely that the plans to move the old 
firm to Thirty-fourth Street will be carried 
through. Meantime it is said the business 
will go on without interruption. 

The bankruptcy proceedings were a sur- 
prise to Mr. Jonasson. ._He says he had ex- 
pected that there would be trouble, but up 
to Monday afternoon it was not expected 
that the creditors would demand a receives 
a‘ so early a date. Hoadly, Lauterbach & 
Johnson, attorneys for the petitioners, were 
not aware until Monday afternoon that an 
action jn bankruptcy was contemplated. 

The creditors who joined in the petition, 
with the amount of their claims, were 
as follows: Hyman & Brown, $450 for 
merchandise sold betyeen June 1 and Aug. 
1; Solomon & Newman, $350 for merchan- 
dise sold on June 4, and John C, Stratton, 
$1,200 for merchandise suld July 8 1t was 
alleged that on Aug. 5 the firm of Meyer 
Jonasson & Co. had made payments and 
transferred property to banks and other 
creditors they desired to prefer. 

The application’ for the appointment of a 
receiver was made by John C. Stratton of 7 
Waverley Place before Judge Adams in the 
United States District Court. The petition 


for the receivership stated that the goods 
in the establishment at 817 Broadway were 
valued at $250,000 or thereabout, and that 
there were outstanding accounts umount- 
ing to some $100,000. Very large bills for 
merchandise purchased, it was stated, were 
about to come dte, a large number of notes 
were becoming due, and creditors were upon 
the verge of Tsung writs of replevin. 
Shortly after the proceedings in court, a 
letter was prepared by Meyer Jonasson & 
Co., to be sent to their creditors, request- 
ing them to assemble next week to con- 
sider the disposition of the firm’s affatrs. 
A. Hershfield of the law firm of Hays & 
Hershfield, attormeys for Meyer Jonasson 
& Co., made this statement concerning the 
failure to THE NEw YORK TIMES reporter: 
““T do not believe that the liabélities will 
amount to more than $750,000. It is impos- 
sible as yet to estimate the value of the 
assets. The principal cause of the trouble 
is the rental of $71,000 a year that has since 
1897, been paid on the building at 


Jan. 1, 

Broadway and Twelfth Street. ' 
“The firm moved up town from 388 

Broadway, and it was believed. that the 


location selected would be profitable. The 
new location roved to be unfortunate, 
however, and the firm found itself saddled 
with about $150,000 loss annually from this 
source. In order to tide over the difficulty, 
the retail business was éstablished. 

“Here a new dilemma arose. The house 
was too far down town for a retail busi- 
ness. The retailers thereafter refused to 
patronize the firm, except to a limited ex- 
tent, because of the fact that the firm was 
competing with them on their own ground. 
The condtact of both a wholesale and retail 
business burned the candle at both ends, 
so to speak, so that both ends suffered.” 

Business went on as usual at the estab- 
lishment of Meyer Jonasson & Co? yester- 
day. Meyer Jonasson and his son and part- 
ner, Joseph Jonasson, were receiving the 
sympathy of their friends. It was reported 
that several of the high-salaried employes 
of the firm went to Mr. Jonasson and of- 
fered to work for him at $10 a week until 
he could get on his feet again, if such could 
do any good. Meyer Jonasson made this 
statement to a reporter for THE NEw YORK 
TIMES: 

‘*] started business in San Francisco in 
1861. In ten years I made a considerable 
sum and retired from business. I lost the 
money I had made and came to New York 
in 1878, ‘started in the cloak business in a 
small“way on the fourth floor of 388 Broad- 
way. Within five years the business had 
developed to large proportions. From that 
time until 1897 the business amounted to 
some $3,000,000 annually. 

**In 1895 we decided to move up town. 
We contracted to take for a long term of 
years the building we now occupy. It was 
an unfortunate era in the cloak business, 
however, for the strike of 1894 had caused 
many east side cloakmakers to go out in 
business for themselves. There are now 
about 3,000 of these small dealers, and they 
have made cloak manufacturing on a large 
scale unprofitable. 

“Our new location was unfortunate, and 
we found the rental a too heavy drain upon 
our resources. Shortly after our removal I 
was taken ill, and for three years was con- 
fined. When I returned from my enforced 
idleness I found the affairs of the concern 
in a tangled condition. I have been strug- 
gling ever since then to get things straight. 
ened out, but to no avail. A number of 
ayments became due recently, and it was 
mpossible to borrow sufficient money to 
meet them.” 1 

Mr. Jonasson is known as one of the most 
popular men in the trade. The occasion 
upon which he lost his money after retiring 


in 1871 is interesting. The losses were made 


on the Hamburg Stock Exchange, in Ger- 
many. Hamburg bafiks were the creditors.
